PANAMA. Colombia, July 26.—Not since 
the days of the last revolution, when an 
attack upor the city by the Liberals ws 
feared, has there been such a panic in Pag- 
ama es occurred last night. 
9 o'clock the office of El Lapiz, the organ 
of the Liberal Party on the Isthmus, was 
visited by some officers of the General 
Staff of the army, who destroyed yester- 
day's edition of the newspaper. One of the 
directors was slightly wounded, but man- 
aged to escape. 

As the office of the newspaper is situat- 
ed in a very populous district, the news 
spread rapidly.. In the Santa Anas neigh- 
borhood, where most of the Liberals reside, 
sentiment rose to a high pitch, and a few 
of the prominent people counseled retalia- 
tion. They took no action, however. 

The next event came like a bombshell. A 
company of soldiers, apparently under the 
orders of Gen. Vasquez Cobos, commander 
of the National forces, surrounded the 
Tesidence of Gov, Mutis, but the Governor 
and his wife, who is an American lady, 
having been warned a few minutes before 
the arrival of the troops, succeeded in 
escaping. Gen. Huertas, commander of the 
Battalion of Colombia, when he learned of 
the Kl Lapiz incident repaired to head- 
quarters, where he found Gen. Cobos, and, 
g@ecoréing to current reports, the latter 
ordered Gen. Huertas to remain in quar-

As this dispatch is being sent it is learned 
that Dr. Arjona and Judge Navia have 
been set at liberty, but that Chief of Po- 
lice Arango remains under arrest.

Frantic Search When Missed. 


Into the Ocean When Parents 


Rebecca Jacowitz, three years old, whose 
parents live at 31 First Avenue, Manhat- 
tan, got lost at Coney Island last night, 
and, walking down to the beach, fell into 
the water and was drowned. 

The little girl was with her father and 
mother, Mr. and Mrs. 
quietly strolling along Stratton’'s 
when the parents, attracted by the 
in a dance hall, stopped to listen. The 
child kept on walking, and when the 
parents started to resume their stroll they 
discovered that she was missing. 

After. searching for nearly an hour the 
father apd mother, both of whom were 
greatly excited, went to the police station 
to seek the assistance of the police: A 
general alarm was sent out, and the parents 
also continued their search. Every nook 
and corner in the vicinity of the place 
where the child had last been seen, and all 
the streets of the resort were thoroughly 
searched. 

The mother was almost frantic when a 


second visit to the police station was made, 
and then the fate of the little girl became 
known. It appears that 
to Henderson's Pier, and, the night being 
dark, had continued walking until she 
reached the end of the structure, when she 
fellinto the ocean. The body was found an 
hour later by Edward Fuller, who dis- 
covered it in the water near the surf line. 
Bruises on the head indicated that the 
child in falling had struck her head against 
the bulkhead of the pier 

A call was sent to the Coney Island 
Emergency Hospital, and Dr. Kane, who 
responded, did all he could to resuscitate 
the child, but without result. The body 
Was sent to the police station, and Capt. 
Dooley wanted a local Coney Island under- 
taker to take charge of it, but Mr. and 
Mrs. Jacowitz refused to accept the propo- 
sition, and the body was kept in the station 
until this morning, pending the arrival of 
an undertaker from New York. 

Mrs. Jacowitz was taken home soon af- 
ter the body of her child was found almost 
crazed with grief.

TRAINS CRASH HEAD-ON. 


Passenger and Freight Meet on Chicago 
Great Western Road—Four Killed 
and More Than Score Hurt. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., July 26.—Two trains 
met in a head-on collision on the Chicago 
Great Western Railroad early to-day, and 
four men were killed and about twenty- 
five or thirty passengers injured. The 
dead are Charles Merkert of Minneapolis, 
engineer of the passenger train; H. Coger, 
a fireman, who was riding in the passenger 
engine, but not on duty; H. Helman, engi- 


neer of the freight train, and Fred Horton 
of Dodge Centre, Minn., a passenger. 

Horton was said to have been standing 
in the vestibule of the front sleeper talk- 
ing to a friend, and was instantly killed, 
while his friend escaped injury. 

The two trains were the Twin City Lim- 
ited and a fast freight. The limited was 
runrirg as a first section 
Iowa, to Minneapolis The second section 
consisted of an excursion train running 
frota Des Moines to Minneapolis, and was 
three heurs behind time. 

The freight, south bound, received an 
order reading that the second section of 
the passenger train was three hours late, 
and the crew evidently misread the order 
and attempted to make Vlasaty Siding, 
thinking that it was the limited that was 
late. Meanwhile the limited was pounding 
along at regular speed, and met the freight 
head-un just after the limited had rounded 
a curve at Viasaty. 

The baggage and buffet cars were com- 
pletely wrecked and turned crosswise on 
the tracks. The first sleeper back of the 
buffet car was badly smashed in the for- 
ward end and the four rear cars remained 
intact on the track.

Registered as “C. Weiss and Wife” at 
the Morton House—Woman Was 
in Flight When Shot. 


After killing the young and handsome 
woman with whom he had registered as 
“ C. Weiss and wife’ at the Morton House, 
Fcurteenth Street and Broadway, a strong- 
ly built, sandy complexioned man shot him- 
self dead yesterday afternoon aq4 o'clock 
in a room gn the third floor of the hotel. 

There Is no reason to doubt that the man 
fave his real name iw engaging the room, 
for the police found much evidence to show 
that he was Charles Weiss. On the reg- 
ister he had added ‘Syracuse, N. Y.,” 
whereas marks on his clothing as well as 
on a shoe horn and buttoner found in his 
victim's clothing indicated that both came 
from Schenectady. The woman probably 
had been in this city for several days, as 
in her clothing was found a pawn ticket 
dated July 21. The man, as shown by a 
letter found in the room, arrived on an 
Albany boat only a few hours before he 
entered the hotel. 

The letter discovered in the room was in 
an envelope on which was printed ‘“ Ar- 
nold Moser, 38 East Eighth Street, New 
York,” addressed only ‘‘ Charles Weiss.”

seashore, and, as your first letter reached me 
too late to make it possible for me to send you 
an answer, please take possession of my rooms 
so long as you may stay in New York.

I shall start early this morning, in order to 
meet you at the boat at the foot of Canal Street. 
Should you have left the boat before I reach 
there I shall go to my rooms, and if you are 
not able tO come to the rooms leave word for 
me by writing when I can find you. Under all 
circumstances I shall be at 12 o'clock at the 
Hotel Belvidere, Bighteenth Street and Fourth 
Avenue, for dinner, but I wish to meet you be- 
fore that time.

Investigation by the police of the Mercer 
Street Station and by several Central Office 
detectives showed that Arnold Moser, pro- 
prietor of the embroidery store at 33 East 
Eighth Street, had been in the city for 
some months. How his letter, which was 
written yesterday morning, managed to 
reach Weiss is not known, nor could the 
location of his city rooms be discovered. At 
the Belvedere Hotel a clerk said at 8:30 
o'clock last night:

He 
looked to be about thifty-five. years old 
and was six feet tall, had a sandy mus- 
tache, and reddish hair. His companion, 
who appeared to be not more than twenty- 
or twenty-three years old, was de 
scribed by those who saw her as very beau- 
tiful, of the Jewish type, and well dressed. 
She wore a biack traveling suit, with white 
braid trimmings, long black silk coat, 
nicture hat of black with white flowers, 
ylue silk skirt, and pink silk underskirt. 
black, her eyes blue, 
and a noticeable feature was her well- 
marked black eyebrows. She was about 
five feet four inches in height. 

After they had gone to their room the 
next heard of th@ couple was at 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon. “Kate Mackey, a cham- 
bermaid, was walking along the corridor, 
and wis <Opposite the room door when 
three shots rang out inside. Each was 
separated from the one that preceded by 
a distinct interval. After the first report 
there was a@ Woman's scream, after the 
second the sound of a fall, followed by 
the last shot and another crash. 
The chambermaid rushed down stairs, and 
a few minttes later W. H. Robertson, the 
hotel engineer, and Policeman Bell were 
hammering on the door of the room. Rob- 
ertson finally crawled through the transom. 
He let the officer in by the door of an ad- 
joining apartment, finding that he could 
not open the hall door without disturbin 
the pcesition of the woman's body, which 
lay against the threshold. 

“he disordered furniture and the position 
of the bodies gave the police plenty of ma- 
terial for guessing at what had happened 
in the room ‘The remains of a haif-eaten 
luncheon on the table and an empty bottle, 
once filled with sauterne, caused an in- 
quiry that resulted in some information. 
A waiter had carried up from the café at 
about 1] o’clock some light refreshments, 
and had noticed as he left that the couple 
seemed to be in good spirits. At that time 
they wete talking pleasantly. 

Weics’'s body lay on the floor parallel! to 
the foot of the bed and almost touching 
the bed itself. A few feet away from his 
right hand was a pistol, from which three 
bullets had been discharged. He was shot 
straight through the heart.

It 
was addressed to ‘“D. Hugo,” and was 
signed ‘ Annie.’” The writer, evidently a 
woman, said she had been working in a 
hotel, but had left -her position because she 
saw a police patrol wagon drive up to the 
door while she was at work. There was no 
further indication as to the identity of 
writer or recipient.

Elks’ Pin Worn by Slayer Indicates 
That He Once Lived in New

SCHENECTADY, N. Y., July 26.—Inquiry 
for Charles Weiss in Schenectady has not 
resulted in locating such a man. In the 
local lodge of Elks there are two men 
named Weiss, but both are safe at home 
to-day. The city directory does not contain 
any record of Charles Weiss, and no one 
who knows him can be found. 

It is suggested that the number on the 
Elks pin owned by the man refers to Lodge 
No. 324. That lodge is located in New 
Brupswick, N. J.

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., July 26.— 
Members of Lodge No. 324 of the Elks, lo- 
cated here, are confident that the man 
who killed himself and his woman compan- 
fon in the Morton House, New York City, 
was Christopher Weiss, who disappeared 
from this vicinity two .years ago, after 
having been discharged from his position 
with the American Enamel! Brick and Tile 
Company of South River because of 
charges that he padded his accounts.

Immediately after his arrival he 
secured employment in some brick yards 
at South River, a ae a town 
seven miles from here, At first he was 
only a mason, but in a few years he had a 
good job with the American Enamel Brick 
and Tile Company. 

Subsequent to his discharge those who 
knew him as fellow Elk heard he had 
gone to New York. Later word came 
from him in Boston. Then New Brunswick 
lost track of him. 

With Weiss when he left here were his 
wife and three children. He is about forty 
vears old, and his former friends say his 
description answers that of the man in 
the Morton House.

SYRACUSBE, N. Y., July 26.—None of the 
nine Weiss families of this city ever heard 
of ‘‘C. Weiss,”’ and no one by that name 
is missing from here.

WOMAN’S BODY FOUND IN 
MOUNT VERNON SEWER. 


Had Been Strangied to Death by Means 
of a Shoe Lace+Gruesome Evidence 
Pointing to Recent Murder. 


MOUNT VERNON, N. Y., July 26.—With 
a shoe lace wound around and®drawn tight 


about her neck, the body of a fine-looking 
woman was found in the Sixth Street sewer 
this afternoon. The case is doubtless one 


of murder. The body was brought to the. 


Morgue and has been viewed by several 
score of persons from all parts of the city 
and by all the police officers, and none 
recognized it. As the woman must have 
been rather striking in appearance, this is 
taken to mean that she did not belong in 
Mount Vernon. - 

The body was discovered about 3 o'clock 
this afternoon by a boy named Sharkey. 


He was out for a walk and wag passing 
along Sixth Street when he came upon a 
break in the sewer. The sewer in Sixth 
Street is the outlet for a series in the city. 
The street built for it extends through the 
salt meadows. On one side of the street 
at the point where the discovery was made 
is a high rocky cliff and on the other the 
meadows stretch away to Eastchester 
Creek. 

During a recent storm there was a break 
in the sewer, which has not been repaired. 
It is forty inches long and about nine wide 
at the widest part. Young Sharkey peered 
into this break and saw the body directly 
beneath. 

The police are of the opinion that the 
body was dropped into the sewer at thé 
manhole, 300 feet above the spot where it 
was found. Whoever put the body into 
the sewer at the manhole evidently ex- 
peares it would be swept down the remain- 
ng 800 feet to the creek. 

The body was that of a woman who had 
been a perfect blondé. The hair was nat- 
urally light and abundant. The skin on the 
face and body was fair. The woman stood 
about 5 feet 8 inches in height, and was 
finely built, weighing about 145 to 150 
pounds. Coroner Weisendanger, who was 
called from Yonkers, says she had not been 
dead over twenty-four hours, and probably 
considerably less. She was either a Swede 
or a German. The Coroner thought the 
latter, because she had lips more distinct- 
ively German than Swedish. 

The woman had been used to hard work, 
as there were calloused spots.on the palms 
of her hands. From the condition of the 
hands outside of the hard spots it is thought 
possible she was a laundress. She was not 
over thirty years of age. 

When the body was lifted from the sewer 
the cause of death was not apparent, and it 
was not until the body was stripped at 
the Morgue that the shoe lace was found. 
There was no other mark upon the body 
except what appears to be a slight bruise 
on the right cheek, which might have been 
caused after death, 

The police made a careful search of the 
vicinity of the sewer to find traces of any 
struggle, but none was found, and the au- 
thoritles believe the woman was strangled 
at some distance and her body conveyed 
to the sewer manhole and dropped in. 

The police of all nearby places were no- 
tified of the finding of the body, as it is 
believed the identification will be made by 
some one from out of town. 


GIRL A LIFE SAVER. 


Eleven-Year-Old Heroine Plunges Into 
Surf and Rescues a Boy.

SEACLIFF, N. Y., July 26.—Ortha Huyck, 
the eleven-year-old daughter of the propri- 
etor of the Glendada here, is a heroine to- 
day. But for her courage and grit Alvin 
Unger, son of Samuel Unger of Newark, 
would be dead. The Ungers are stopping 
at the Glendada, and yesterday afternoon 
the children all went bathing together. 


They bathe at the extreme end of the beach 
near Glen Cove Creek, and Ortha, noticing 
that the boy, who is about her own age, 
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went further out than was prudent, warned | 
{ him about the channel. 


A minute afterward the boy shrieked, 
and the girl saw that he had stepped. out 
into the channel. She immediately swam 
to his rescue, and when he came up 
grabbed him. The _ boy, panic-stricken, 
seized her in a death grasp, and she saw 
they would both be drowned if he did not 
let go. She pushed and slapped him till he 
loosened his hold and again went down. 
When he came up she seized his ear, keep- 
ing as far from him as possible, and held 
him up till Otta Smith, an employe at the 
Giendada bathhouse, swam to the rescue. 

The boy was almost dead, and his little 
preserver tn the last stage of exhaustion 
when he got them ashore. A doctor worked 
over the boy three hours before he re- 
gained consciousness. The boy's mother 
when she heard of the almost fatal acci- 
dent went into convulsions, which lasted 
nearly all night. .

earried 1,640 tons of coal. She now has 
on board 410 tons, consuming 1,250 tons 
on the voyage, an average of 135 tons 
daily. As her coal carrying capacity is but 
1,591 tons some coal was taken on deck. 
The trip of the Kearsarge has demonstrated 
that a ship of her class can maintain an 
average speed of over 13 knots on a long 
voyage without injury to her machinery; 
that her coal carrying capacity is adequate 
for a trip of 4,000 miles under full speed; 
that in time of war ships of her class can 
cross the ocean and engage an enemy at 
once; that the Kearsarge is one of the 
most perfect ships in the world, and fully 
equal to any emergency. 

The Kearsarge arrived at Bar Harbor at 
5:42 P. M. and dropped anchor in the upper 
harbor at 6:13. All day the shore path had 
been thronged with people anxiously watch- 
ing the eastern horizon for the first glimpse 
of the famous ship, but it was not until 5 
o'clock that her immense hull appeared 
out of the mist In the east. Coming at 
full speed, the ship entered the harbor and 
passed the other ships of the squadron at 
anchor, then proceeding to the upper har- 
bor, where the battleship I!Nnols, with Ad- 
miral Barker on board, was anchored. After 
the usual formalities the represé@ntative of 
The Associated Press was received on board 
and was the first to greet Capt. Hemphill, 
who expressed surprise that their trip 
should be of interest to others outside of 
the Navy Department. He said: 

“We left the Needles at 1:25 P. M. on 
Friday, July 17, and arrived at Mount 
Desert Rock at 12:30 to-day, covering the 
distance of 2,900 miles in 9 days 4\% hours, 
an average speed of 18.6 miles an hour.” 

The highest speed attained was a little 
over 15 knots an hour and the lowest was 
10. Three times during the trip the ship 
was slowed down; once on account of be- 
ing in the vicinity of an iceberg, and twice 
on account of a very thick fog. Headwinds 
and thick weather retarded the speed of 
the ship, and under favorable conditions 
she would have covered the distance in less 
than 9 days. Capt. Hemphill says that he 
could start on a return trip at once and 
beat the record made on this voyage, 

Capt. Hemphill and his officers are very 
enthusiastic over the way in which they 
have been entertained while in foreign wa- 
ters. Everywhere the Stars and Stripes 
was cheered as the Kearsarge moved in 
and out of port. A big crowd watched her 
departure from Portsmouth as she started 
on the voyage that has ended so success- 
fully. ‘ 

Capt. Hemphill will not give out the de- 
tails of daily runs until he has made his 
report to the Navy Department. 

The Kearsarge will leave this port to- 
morrow morning at 5 o‘clock and proceed 
to the coaling station at Lamoline, where 
she will fill. her bunkers preparatory to 
participating in the naval manoeuvres 
which begin Aug. 3. 


WASHINGTON, July 27.—A great deal of 
interest was taken by naval officers in 
Washington in the run of the Kearsarge 
from Portsmouth to Frenchman's Bay. It 
was estimated before the vessel left Eng- 
land that with good weather she would 
make the run across the ocean within ten 
days, and this prediction has been verified. 
While the run the vessel just made is not 
at all remarkable, yet it is very satisfac- 
tory for a heavy battleship, and indicates 
the engines were in good condition. 

Admiral Taylor, Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation, speaking about the voyage to- 
night, said: 

“This was no test of maximum speed 

possible, but only a test of the usual running 
under all boilers. It is customary in or- 
dinary cruising to use only about two- 
thirds or three-fourths of the full boiler 
power of the ship. All the boilers are used 
when it is desired to make a better speed 
and sustain it for a long period, while for 
short periods of excessive speed forced 
draft on the bollers is used. his is done, 
however, only for short periods, because 
the strain on the boilers and on the en- 
durance of the firemen is very great. 
The bottom of the Kearsarge, although 
not necessarily very foul, is not at its 
best condition, because the vessel is not 
at present just out of drydock.” 
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NAVAL CADET CLARK’S DEATH. 


Examination Shows the Youth’s Physic- 
al Condition Was Very Bad When 
He Entered Annapolis.

ANNAPOLIS, Md., July 26.—A post-mor- 
tem examination was held to-day of the 
body of Midshipman Lawrence F. Clark of 
New York, who died yesterday. The ex- 
amination was conducted by Dr. Van Wart, 
pathologist of Johns Hopkins Hospital, and 
Surgeon Howard E. Ames of the Naval 
Academy. The immediate cause of death 
was shown tobe a large clot which had 
formed from a hemorrhage of the brain. 

A startling condition was disclosed by 
the examination, It developed that not 
only the brain, but the heart, kidneys, and 


liver were all seriously affected, and there 
wags also an injury to the hip, which, how- 
ever, was not serious. 

There is some wonder as to how the 
young man could have passed physical 
examination for entrance to the academy 
ust two days previous to being Ill, but it 
s stated that the ases were all such 
as could be discovered by a post tacrtom 
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examination. Clark was sixteen years old. 
His burial will take place to-morrow morn- 
ing in the Naval Cemtery, opposite the 
academy grounds.

CAR SMASHES POWDER HOUSE. 


Runs Away at a Colorado Mine and 
Crashes Through Tons of Explosive 
Which Fails to Blow Up.

VICTOR, Col., July 26.—This morning at 
the Ajax Mine an accident occurred on the 
surface which for a few critical moments 
threatened to result in terrible loss of life. 
A freight car loaded with ore got away, 
ran a distance of 350 feet down a 3 per 
cent. grade, and jumped off the end of the 
track. Charles Clover was on top of the 
car when it started and made heroic efforts 
to stop the runaway by applying the 
brakes. 

Close to the end of the railway track 
stood the powder magazine of the Ajax 
Gold Mining Company. This building con- 
tained twelve tons of giant powder. The 
walls of the structure were solid brick, two 
feet thick. 

After the car attained its terrific mo- 
mentum the men who were on the outside 
of the shafthouge realized the awful dan- 
ger that. was imminent. They ran and 
shouted to those in the shafthouse to get 
out, but the men there were unable to re- 


treat before the freight car reached tHe 
magazine. 

The car struck the brick powder house 
with a deafening crash, went clear through 
it, and scattered 486 boxes of powder in all 
directions without causing one particle of 
the powder to explode. The powder house 
roof-was lifted clear from its foundations 
and carried along with the car. Just be- 
fore the impact, Clover jumped from the 
car to the roof of the powder house and 
rede upright on the powder house roof as 
it was carried along by the freight car 
over the rocky surface. He escaped with- 


out a scratch. 


NEGRO MURDERESS LYNCHED. 


Louisiana Mob Hangs a Woman Who 
Gave a White Girl Poisoned 


Lemonade.

SHREVEPORT, La., July 26.—Jennie 
Steer, a negress who gave sixteen-year-old 
Elizabeth Dolan a poisoned glass of lem- 
onade, causing a horrible death, was 
Iynched on the Beard plantation near here 
last night, in the neighborhood of where 
the crime was committed. The mob took 
her to a nearby tree, placed a rope around 
her neck and demanded a confession. The 
woman refused and was immediately 
hanged. While the body was suspended 
several bullets were fired into it by by- 
standers. 

Miss Dolan, the victim, was the daughter 
of a prominent planter and her death cre- 
ated great excitement. A large mob traced 
the accused woman to her hiding place, 


captured her, and brought her back to the 
scene of her crime. he funeral of the 
victim was in progress when the mob re- 
turned and their rage knew no bounds. 

It is believed that the negress also was 
gy of the murder of Mrs. Frank 
Matthews, whose mysterious and violent 
death occurred several months ago. She 
Was employed by Mrs. Matthews as a ser- 
vant, and it is believed that the crime was 
committed for the sake of $30 which Mrs. 
Matthews had in the house. _ 

This is said to be the first instance of a 
negro woman being lynched. 





THE PRESIDENT AND PEONAGE. 


Commends the Attitude of Judge Jones 
as to the Alabama Cases—Writes 
Him a Letter. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., July 26.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has written to United States 
Judge Jones commending him for his atti- 
tude with respect to peonage and aiso de- 
nouncing the action of certain ‘Secret Ser- 
vice agents.in Washington for their con- 
duct in the matter. It seems that these 
agents have given out statements in re- 
gard to peonage and Judge Jones's course 
which have resulted in considerable bitter- 
ness being. manifested against the Judge 
and other officials who have been prose- 
cuting those accused of peonage. 

Regarding the President's letter Judge 
Jones said: 

“I wrote asking the President’s aid, 
which was given, to prevent public opinion 
being wrongly influenced abroad about 
these matters, and asked him especially to 
prevent the Secret Service Bureau at Wash- 
ington from giving out further informa- 
tion to the press. I had a letter from him 


in answer to my letter on this subject, 
dated June 22, before any of the bitterness 
arose, which has since been worked up, in 
which he concurred in the views I had 
expressed, He wrote, to quote his lan- 
guage: ‘I shall at once communicate with 
the Secret Service people as you suggest. 
Of course, it was an outrage for them to 
give out information.’ 

“This has been the attitude of every of- 
ficial of the Government so far as I know— 
and certainly of the court—simply to do 
justice without any thought of ulterior 
motive or object. If there has been undue 
excitement and feeling engendered by mis- 
information, it has not been the fault of 
those ‘who were charged with the adminis- 
tration of the law and who have endeav- 
ored to execute it fairly, honestly, merci- 
fully, and impartially.”

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POPE LE0'S WILL READ 


Everything Except the Pecci 
Patrimony Left to the Church,

Family Property is Valued at $120,000 
—Cardinals Criticise the Cere- 
mony in St. Peter’s on 


Saturday. 


ROME, July 26.—The will of Pope Leo 
| Was read to-day after the meeting of the 
Congregation of Cardinals. Only that por- 
tion which deals with the personal estate 


| was made public. The religious testament 


was not disclosed. 

The will is written on large sheets in the 
small, clear handwriting of the late Pontiff, 
presenting no trace of uncertainty, and it 
might almost be taken for copper plate. 
It was opened by Cardinals Rampolla, Mo- 


cennil, and Cretoni, the executors. The 
relatives of the late Pontiff were not pres- 
ent, although they had been invited, 

The portion of the will made public is as 
follows: 

“In the name of the Father, the Son, and 
the Holy Ghost. As the end of our mortal 
career is approaching we put in this. holo- 
graph will our last desires. Before all, we 
humbly supplicate the infinite bounty and 
charity of the blessed Lord to condone the 
faults of our life and receive benignantly 
our spirit in the beatific eternity which we 
specially hope for through the merits of 
Jesus the Redeemer, trusting to His very 
sacred heart, an ardent furnace of charity 

i and fount of spiritual life and humanity. 

We also implore as mediators the Blessed 
Virgin Mary, Mother of God, and our own 
much-beloved Mother, and that legion of 
saints whom in our own life we venerated 
in a special way. 

** Now, coming to dispose of the family 
patrimony, which is ours according to the 
deed of division drawn up by the notary, 
Curzio Franchi, Dec. 17, 1882, we appoint as 


heir cf this patrimony our nephew, Count 

Ludovico Pecci, son of Giovanni! Battista, 

our deceased brother. From this property 

must be deducted that already donated to 

Count Ricardo, another nephew, on the oc- 

casion of his marriage, according to a deed 

of Feb. 18, 1886 by Notary Franchi.

CARDINALS AGAIN MEET. 


Oreglia Says He Will Punish Persons 
Responsible for Imperfections in 
Saturday's Ceremony. 


ROME, July 26.—At the sixth meeting of 
the Congregation of Cardinais, held to-day, 
forty-five Cardinals were present. 

Cardinal della Voipe, voicing also the 
opinions of some of his colleagues, criti- 
cised the ceremonies in connection with the 
interment of the body of Leo XIIT. last 
night. He complained that the Cardinals 
did not participate in the entire procession, 
and generally of the lack of ord. Car- 
dinal Oreglia replied that-he had already 
noticed this and that he would punish those 
who were responsible, 

Mer. Merry del Val communicated to the 
Cardinals a report from Santiago, Chile, 
on the incident which occurred there in the 
course of the celebration of the requiem for 


Pope Leo, which was attended by the Pres- 
ident of the republic and all the authorities. 
According to the report, Mgr. Uguarte, in 
delivering the eulogy upon the late Pontiff, 

‘ protested against the usurpation of Papal 
territory by Italy, whereupon Count Cucchi- 
Boasso, the Italian Minister, left the church 
and lowered the Italian flag which had been 
half masted at the legation as a sign of 
mourning. 

The incident produced an unpleasant im- 
pression upon the Sacred College, being the 
first discordant note in the universal 
mourning. 


CARDINAL GIBBONS IN ROME. 

ROME,. July 26.—Cardinal Gibbons ar- 
rived here to-day, accompanied by Father 
P. C. Gavan, his Secretary. He was received 
at the station by Mgr, Kennedy, rector of 
the American College at Rome, and Father 
Hértzog, Procurator General of the Order 
of Sulpicians, They drove to the Sulpician 
House, where mass was celebrated.

RATHER LAVELLE’S 
EULOGY OF LEO XUl. 


Praises the Late Pontiff’s Attitude 
Toward Republic. 


Pall Used at Time of the Funeral of, 
Pius IX. to Cover Catafalque at Com- 
ing Pontifical Requiem Mass. 


The Rev. Dr. MeMackin celebrated high 
mass yesterday morning in St. Patrick's 
Cathedral. The pulpit, altars, and organ 
loft, together with the twenty-four massive 
columns, will remain draped in black and 
purple until the election of a new Pope is 
announced. Two black and purple mourn- 
ing flags hang from staffs on either side of 
the main entrance to the cathedral, ard 
the residence of the Archbishop on Madison 
Avenue is draped in mourning. 

Announcement was made of the solemn 
pontifical mass of requiem for the repose 
of the soul of the deceased Pontiff to be 
celebrated Wednesday at 10:30 A. M. by 
Archbishop Farley, at which time Vicar 
General Mooney of the archdiocese will 
eulogize the late Pontiff. The catafalque, 
to rest in front of the high altar, is mod- 
eled after the one in Rome, and the pall 
which will be used is the one that was used 
in the old cathedral at Prince and Mott 
Streets at the time of the funeral of Pope 
Pius TX. All the clergy are invited to be 
present, and it is expected that many 
Bishops will attend. 

At yesterday’s high mass Father Lavelle 
reviewed the pontifical reign of Pope Leo 
XIIL., saying in part that Leo “loved hu- 
manity with a truth of heart great enough 
to comprehend the whole world, and set 
an example which, even in these busy, 
practical days, when we have only 4a iittle 
time to spend in gnef for our dearest be- 
loved, will last through eternity. There 
Was no country so great or spot so small 
and lonely that his heart did not go out to 
it in solicitude and sympathy. 

““We would be less than human should 
We not have a tear to shed over the death 
of such a father, whose life was spent for 
us, and who so joyed in calling 'the little 
school children around him and joining in 


their innocent and hearty laughter. His 
final words were a blessing, and his final 
talk a prayer for all humanity.

The Rev. Dr. Dean Richmond Babbitt, rec- 
tor of the Protestant Episcopal Church of the 
Epiphany, Brooklyn, devoted his morning 
sermon to a eulogy of Pope Leo XIII.

MILITARY GUARD DANVILLE. 


litinols Town Quiet After Saturday 
Night’s Fatal Race Riot—Twenty- 
two Persons Were Wounded. 


DANVILLE, Ill, July 26.—Two, killed 
and twenty-two wounded, the police station 
wrecked, the county jail with few of its 
windows left unshattered, the city. in the 
hands of the State troops, and a feeling of 
uneasiness and dread prevailing everywhere 
is the situation left by the race riots of 
last night and early this morning. 

Four companies of militia arrived this 
morning from Springfield, in reply to 
urgent requests sent to the State officials. 
The troops marched to the Market House 
opposite the jail and there camped. The 
streets were cleared. There were sullen 
threats heard, but no attempt at an out- 
break was manifested during the day. To- 
night 100 sentinels are patrolling the 
Streets In the immediate vicinity of the 
jail, each soldier carrying forty rounds of 
ammunition. 

Many of those injured in the riot are 
at the hospital here. Arrangements are 
being made for the funeral of Harry Gat- 


terman, the white man killed by the negro, 
John D, Metcalfe, who was lynched and 
burned. The majority of the wounded 
were struck with buckshot in their hands, 
arms, and legs. One man was shot In the 


forehead, but will recover. An unknown 
woman was carried away in a buggy after 
she was seen to fall Four negroes were 
beaten into insensibility by the mob. 

After daylight appeared this morning 
there were restless crowds on the streets, 
and each surrounding town continued to 
Sweel the crowds. There are many miners 
seen on the streets, and great unrest and 
a threatening attitude were reported from 
Westville, five miles away. Early in the 
morning Wilson, the negro assailant of 
Mrs. Burgess. was secretly taken from the 
count? jail, but was returned shortly after- 
ward. 

Sheriff Whitlock says he himself was 
the only man who shot into the mob. 
When the jail was attacked the Sheriff 
said he became alarmed for the safety of 
his wife and children and considered that 
he was justified in shooting, although he 
was careful to shoot only in the hands or 
legs. The 200 soldiers here, [t is believed, 
will prevent further outbreaks for the 
present at least. Half of these will be on 
uty all the time. 

Leading citizens say the outbreak has 
been expected by them for a long time, as 
a bitter feeling has existed for several 
yeare between the negroes and a certain 
Class of white persons. A number of minor 
outbreaks have occurred during the past 
year.

HOUSE OF REFUGE BOYS — 
BREAK FOR. LIBERTY 


More Than a Score Emerge 
Through Tunnel Under the Walls. 


Five Inmates Make Good Thelr Escape 
—Nineteen Recaptured on Randall's 


Island and in the East River. 
a 


More than a score of boys of the House of 
Refuge on Randall's Island tunneled under 
and through the thirty-foot high and two- 
foot thick wall surrounding the building 
yesterday afternoon and.five succeeded in 
escaping. A dozen others who were ¢é!s- 
covered submitted and seven who tried to 
get away were captured. 

Twe boys had swum almost to the Man- 
hattan shore across the Kill. Two more 
were caught in Little Hell Gate, into 
which they plunged; another was caught 
in the water trying to swim to Ward's 
Island; another was caught hiding in the 
cornfield outside the House of Refuge, and 
the others were captured on the run. Near- 
ly the entire force of the keepers of the 
island were out after midnight this morn- 
ing looking for the five boys who escaped. 

The escape was made by means of a 
wooden shed which had been built as a 
toolhouse and storehouse against the in- 
side of the wall surrounding the House of 
Refuge. It contained a jot of diggers’ tools, 
such as picks, crowbars, and other instru- 
ments that the boys determined to put Into 
use in getting away from the institution 
they disliked. S 

The leaders determined on yesterday noon 
as the time for the attempt, and they got 
about twenty-five boys in the attempt al- 
together. Thelr ages ranged from eighteen 
to twenty years. 

At the noon hour yesterday the boys 
got into the shed without attracting atten- 
tion, and they immediately began to dig 
and prod and cut at the dirt and the wall. 
Their attempt was very successful, as in 
a very short time they had managed to 
prod out a big section of the lower part of 
the wall, while the diggers had dug a fine 
hole under the wall, and the escape was 
,easy as far as getting outside was con- 
cerned. 

As soon as the hole was big enough to 
let a boy through one of the leaders got 
down on his abdomen and crawled and 
dragged himself through with the aid of 
those behind, who gave him “ boosts." He 
g0t up and ran with all his might as soon 
as he was outside. 

Everybody in the shed followed, and in 
a very short time about twenty-five boys 
were Outside the wall. A “tip” was given 
to all who wanted to escape. It was said 
that there weré no scruples about letting 
every one know of the hole in the wail, as 
the boys believed that they would not be 
told on by any of their companions, and 
they were perfectly willing to tell all to 
escape if they could, 

A score of boys had got outside the wall 
and were on the run down the road and 
making for the water when the keepers on 
top of the thirty-foot wall, who are always 
on duty, discovered the break for liberty. 
They gave the escape signal, a long blast 
on a shrill and loud whistle, and then four 
short blasts. Then a bell in a tower was 
rung violently and ominously and the en- 
tire force on the island was in a state of 
excitement. Keepers and attendants turned 
out from every building, and dozens ran to 
the grounds of the House of Refuge to take 
care of the boys who had not attempted to 
escape or who were not outside the 
grounds. These were at once quickly 
marched to quarters inside the building and 
locked in, and all the force of keepers who 
could be spared were put on the track of 
the fugitives. 

The weadese got a long way ahead of the 
others and made for the Kills by which the 
swim to the Manhattan shore would be 
only about a hundred yards. They plunged 
into the -water on a dead run and struck 
out for the 6ther side. Two of the keepers 
had spied them, and they ran for a boat, 
which they quickly put off, and rowed 
double sculls for the swimmers, The two 
boys were swimming hard, and with the ef- 
fort and their excitement, they exhausted 
themselves, and before they had quite 
reached the Manhattan shore the keepers 
had got up to them in the boat. The boys 
were glad enough to be taken out of the 
water, and they lay in the bottom of the 
boat, defiant, but very weak physically. 
They were taken back to the house, dried 
out, and locked up. 

Two other keepers spied the third boy 
who escaped making for the shore of the 
island which was nearest Ward's Island, 
and this lead took a running jump into the 
water to land out as far as he could, and 
when he came up he struck out for a 200- 
yard swim for ard’s Island. A boat was 
easily secured by these keepers and the 
lad’s capture made easy, as he could not 
swim fast enough. He was plucky and he 
fought to keep the men in the boat off 
until they forcibly seized him and dragged 
him into the boat.

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SPOONER VISITS PLATT 


New York Senator Sees No Gain 
in Extra Session. 


Congressman Cannon Did Not Call 
Again, as He Had Expected—Com- 
ment on Citizens’ Union Cam- 
paign Document.

RELIANCE’S GOOD RECORD 


|’ Favorite for Trial Races to be Held 
This Week. 


On Her Past Performances the Latest 
" Herreshoff Boat Wii! Defend the 
America’s Cup.

NEWPORT, R. Z., July 26.—Now at the 
cup yachts Reliance, Constitution, and Co- 
lumbia have been adequately tested as to 
their respective merits in regard to speed 
and seaworthiness in all kinds of winds 
and seas, the official trials to decide which 
one of the three will have the honor of de- 
fending the America’s Cup against Sham- 
rock III. will be held off here this week. 
Three races are scheduled, one for to-mor- 
row, one for Wednesday, and one for Sat- 
urday. In addition to these the three 
Yachts will sail races on Tuesday and 
Thursday, being entered for the Newport 
series of races to be sailed on these two 
days under the direction of the New York 
Yacht Club. Although technically the 
choice of the cup defender depends upon 
the official trials, that choice already has 
been dictated by the result of the prelim- 
inary races between Reliance, Constitu- 
tion, and Columbia, and unless she sinks 
or is seriously disabled the Reliance will 
defend the cup. Originally the trials were 
scheduled to begin on July 30 and to cun- 
tinue on alternate days until Aug. 8, but cn 
account of the almost certain conclusions 
that the new yacht would be the defender, 
and in order to give her ample opportunity 
to get into condition for the cup races 
themselves, the trials have been condensed 
into one week and will be all over on Sat- 
urday. 

Reliance’s remarkable record from the 
first race, which she sailed on May 21, 
until the last one, which she won yesterday, 
gives her a sure claim to the title of de- 
fender. In all, including the five squadron 
runs of the New York Yacht Club on its 
annual cruise, the Reliance sailed twenty 
races. In all of these she had Columbia as 
a competitor, while Constitution, on ac- 
count of accidents, was unable to appear 
in five of them. Five of the races were 
started at Gien Cove by the New York 
Yacht Club; off Sandy Hook, also by the 
Wew York Yacht Club; one at Larchmont 


by the Larchmont Yacht Club, one at 
Greenwich by the Indian Harbor Yacht 
Club, one at Oyster Bay by the Seawan- 
haka-Corinthian Yacht Club, and four off 
hére by the New York Yacht Club. Then 
there were the five squadron runs in the 
cruise, a special race by the New York 
Yacht Club on Thursday, and the Eastern 
Yacht Club race for the Bigelow Cup yes- 
terday. Of these races, two were not fin- 
ished within the time limit on account of 
lack of wind, one of the Glen Cove series 
in May and the squadron run from New- 
port to Vineyard Haven last Tuesday. 


RELIANCE’S FIFTEEN VICTORIES. 


Of the eighteen races that were finished 
Reliance finished first in seventeen. In the 
Larchmont race she lost her topmast 
#hortly after the start and retired, leaving 
the race to Constitution. Although Re- 
Hance finished first in all the squadron 
races, she lost two to Constitution on time 
allowance, the first run from Glen Cove to 
Morris Cove and the third day's run from 
New London to Newport. To condense 
them, the record of the twenty races is: 
Reliance won fifteen, Constitution three, 
and two were unfinished. 

On the cruise, however, the Constitution 
had the best of it, for she won two vic- 
tories on, time allowance, and on the run 

“from Nevport to Vineyard Haven she was 
the leading boat when the time limit ex- 
pired. 

Two of Reliance's victories practically 
were sailovers. In the last race of the first 
Newport series, sailed here on July 3, the 
Constitution's gaff buckled, and the Colum- 

lost a man overboard, putting each out 
of the race. On the run from Vineyard 
Maven to this port on Wednesday the 
Constitution lost her topmast, and the 
Columbia was stuck aground for an hour. 
in each of the races, however, the Reliance 
had a good lead when the accidents oc- 
curred, 

During all the preliminary races the Re- 
liance had but one accident, when she lost 
her topmast off Larchmont. Her gaff 
buckled yesterday, but that accident oc- 
curred after the race was over. The acci- 
dent to the Columbia yesterday, when 
through the fault of a backstay that was 
mot taut she lost her topmast round- 
ing the second mark, was the first acci- 
dent that has happed to the old boat since 
four years ago. 

In the matter of accidents, the Constitu- 
tion was the most unfortunate, as she lost 
two topmasts and a gaff. The first topmast 
went during the Glen Cove series in May, 
and the second during the run from Vine- 
yard Haven to this rt, and in each in-

The twenty races were sailed under all 
possible cciditions, and wind and weather, 
the three yachts were tried out again and 
again on all points of sailing, and Reliance 
easily proved her superiority under all con- 
ditions. In a smooth sea and a light wind 


and in a long roll and no wind, she is 
faster than Constitution where Constitu- 
tion is at her best. In a strong blow and 
@ heavy sea she beat Columbia four times 
fuccessfully, and in a good sailing breeze 
and a smooth sea she is so much faster 
than the others as to be almost in a class 
by herself. Due credit must be given Barr 
for his skill and judgment in handling the 
yacht, and due allowance must be made 
for Columbia’s showing in view of the 
fact that she has been sailed throughout 
by an amateur. Mr. Morgan is a first- 
class amateur, but the best amateur is 
not in the Barr. and Rhodes class. 
*“Reliance’s strongest point of sailing 
seems to be repching in a fair breeze and a 
Smooth sea, which is due in a great meas- 
ure to her long sailing line when heeled 
over. In comparison th the others she is 
weakest where Columbia is strongest— 
in a hard hammer to windward in a heavy 
seg—but at that she has beaten Columbia 
ery time the two yachts have raced 
axainst each other under these conditions.

RACED TO SEE THE PRESIDENT. 


Summer Girls Sprinted to Oyster Bay 
Church Just in Time to Greet Him. 


OYSTER BAY, L. L, July 26.—The Presi- 
dent, Mrs. Roosevelt, and all of their chil- 
dren except the youngest boy, attended 
service this morning in Christ Church, and 
close to them in the rear of the church sat 
a number of girls who prior to the service 
had spent an uneasy half hour lest they 
should not see the family. The girls were 
from a Summer home at Mill Neck and had 
driven over to the village early to see the 
President and his family when they drcve 
in 

When the party arrived they were con- 
frented with the difficulty as to which 
church the President would attend. TLey 
divided into two groups and one watched 
the Presbyterian while the other stationed 
itself near the Episcopal. When the car- 
riage containing the Roosevelts turned to- 
ward the Episcopal Church those watching 
at the Presbyterian started on a run, and 
the President, seeing them as he was alight- 
ing, asked what was the trouble and vas 
told. 

The girls proved to be sprinters ard 
reached the church in time to have the 
President raise his hat to jhem. A member 
of the church invited them all to the ser- 
vice and most of them accepted and were 
given good pews. 

The Rev. Dr. Washburn was absent to- 
day, and his place was taken by the Rev. 
J. Winthrop Hageman, whose work in the 
slums is well known. 

During the sermon Dr. Hageman spoke 
of the death of the Pope. He characterized 
it as a sad blow to Christianity, and meant 
a great deal for the Christian world, for 
the death of the Pope had brought the va- 
ricus denominations closer together than 
they had ever been before in many years. 
While the world had suffered a severe 
blow by the death of the great churchman, 
his very death had worked for good. 

After the service President Roosevelt was 
one of those to shake hands with Dr. Hage- 
man and assured him he had been greatly 
interested in the service and in the sermon. 

The Rev. Walter J. Powers of St. Dom- 
inick’'s Church called on the President last 
evening relative to the postponement of the 
visit of the Brooklyn Holy Name Societies, 
which the President was to have addressed 
this afternoon. The visit was postponed be- 
cause of the death of the Pope. It will oc- 
cur some weeks later. The President ex- 
pressed again to Father Powers his sorrow 
over the death of the Pope. He said he 
would so arrange matters as to be able to 
address the societies when they came here. 

The Secret Service men, while pretending 
to think the tip sent them by the New York 
police that danger menaced the President, 
is not well founded, are very careful of his 
movements, and to-day at the church 
watched every one who entered. 

The coming of ‘‘ Mother" Jones and her 
army is awaited with much interest. De- 
spite storfes that they would be kept out 
of Oyster Bay nothing of the kind is an- 
ticipated, and no such step was ever con- 
sidered. Mrs. Jones and her army may 
come and welcome. About their going to 
Sagamore Hill is another matter, but they 
will be courteously treated in the village. 


RODE MILES WITH DEAD MAN. 


Prison Van Horses Ran Away and Ejight- 
een Prisoners Were Terror 
Stricken. 


Eighteen prisoners were carried for nearly 
six miles in a dark, stifling van yesterday 
morning to Raymond Street Jail with the 
body of a dead man rolling on the floor 
at every lurch of the wagon. When they 
reached the jail the men were in a pitiable 
state of cellapse from the terror of the 
situation. 

The dead man was William Bond, thirty 
years old, and whose address is unknown. 
He was arraigned in the Coney Island 
Court yesterday on a charge of intoxica- 
tion. He was sentenced to pay a fine of $1, 
and as he did not have the money the court 
officers started to lead him to the prison 
van. Just as they did so Bond fell on the 
floor suffering from an epileptic fit. He 
was revived by an ambulance surgeon, and 
together with the other eighteen men was 
bundled into the wagon. After being 
locked in Bond suddenly rolled to the floor 


seized with another fit. The other prison- 
ers tried to attract the attention of Au- 
gustus Busch, the driver, but he, accus- 
tomed to hearing such noises, paid no at- 
tention to the shouts until e reached 
King’s Highway, when realizing that some- 
thing was wrong, he got down and going 
to the rear, opened the door. 

Just as he did so the horses became 
frightened at an automobile and ran-away. 
Busch just had time to close the door and 
hang on, The van swung from side to side, 
jolting and bruising the prisoners. It is 
supposed that the man died during this 
runaway. 

Finally the horses were stopped by a 
mounted policeman, who drove them 
aguinst a tree, This caused all the prisoners 
to be thrown in a heap. 

When the wagon was stopped, Busch 
and the poiiceman entered the wagon, and 
finding Bond really dead, decided to carry 
the man’s body to the jail. Here the Coro- 
ner was notified, and after he had seen the 
dead man, the body was removed to the 


Morgue.

HIT BY CHIMNEY CAPPING. 


Two Stories of Accident Which May 
Cause Woman Victim's Death. 


With a crash that could be heard for a 
hundred yards a chimney capping on the 
roof of the four-story building at 148 West 
Fifty-first Street fell to the roof of No. 141 
last night and seriously if not dangerously 
injured Mrs. Mary Smith, a widow, who 
tives at the latter number. The stone is 
sald to weigh about 200 pounds. 

There are two stories as to how the acci- 
dent happened. No. 141 was formerly oc- 
eupied as a private stable by a family 
named Babcock. It is three stories high 
and the roof is about eight feet below that 
of No. 143. For some time the stable has 
only been occupied asa dwelling by Mrs. 
Smith and her son, who was formerly 
coachman for the Babcock family and now 
acts as caretaker. 

Edward Thines, who lives at 145 West 
Fifty-fourth Street, says he was sitting 
across the street when he heard the crash. 
Knowing that an accident of some kind 


must have happened he went up through 
No. 133 and walked along the roofs to No. 
143. Peering over the edge of the roof he 
says he saw the form of Mrs. Smith lying 
half way in and half out of the skylight 
opening. 

A chimney capping, weighing about 200 
pounds, he says, was resting on the wo- 
man's head. Thines says that he dropped 
down to the roof and released the stone 
from Mrs. Smith's head. He then sum- 
moned an ambulance and she was removed 
to the Roosevelt Hospital. There it was 
found that she had several scalp wounds, a 
compound fracture of the jaw, and a pos- 
sible fracture of the skull. Her head was 


badly swollen. 

The woman was partly unconscious, and 
the only statement that could be gotten 
from her was that she had gone up to the 
reof to get some fresh air. Thines says 
that she must have been standing in the 
hatchway when the stone fell and struck 
her on the head, knocking’ her down. He 
says he is sure the stone was resting on 
her head, 

Another version of the accident is told by 
a young woman who called athe hospital 
to see Mrs, Smith. She told the hospital 
authorities that Mrs. Smith was on her 
way up to the roof to get some fresh air 
and had just opened the trap door leading 
to the roof part way, when the stone fell 
and struck the trap door. Mrs. Smith's 
head was caught between the roof and the 
door, 

The woman said she had called at the 
house to see Mrs. Smith, and was admitted 
by a man presumed to be Thines. She 
says she found Mrs, Smith still lying in 
the hatchway, and that there was blood 
on the under side of the trap door. She 
helped to carry the woman down to the 
street when the ambulance arrived. The 
doctors say that the woman’s condition is 
very serious, Her son has been notified by 
telegraph. 


HORSE SHOCKED TO DEATH. 


Fell Into Trench, Where He Came Into 
Contact with Exposed Electric 
Current Wire. 


A horse drawing a buggy in which were 
two young men stepped into a trench dug 
by workmen of the Third Avenue Railroad 
Company in front of 274 Third Avenue last 
night. The horse fel] on the exposed elec- 
tric current wire and was <hocked to 
death, It is believed the death of the ani- 
mal was accomplished by 500 volts of the 
clirrent. The men were thrown out of the 
carriage but escaped unhurt, and they 
immediately disappeared. 

Meister said the two men hired the horse 
and buggy of him during the afternoon, 
leaving a five-dollar deposit. They did not 
give tieir names or addresses, 

The men were returning with the horse 
last night when the accident happened. 

The animal stumbled on the first cross- 
bar and sprawled in the trench. Itslegscame 
into contact with the current rail, and the 
animal was at once shocked to death. 
He was burned about the legs where the 
current entered his body. The two men in 
the carriage were thrown’ out and into 
the trench. Every one who saw them feared 
that they were to be injured by the cur- 
rent in the rail of the conduit, and a rush 
was made by people toward the trench. 

The men were not only not injured, but 
they quickly got up without aid, and before 
those watching could prevent it were on 
the run away from the scene. No one 
recognized them,

FINANCIAL LEGISLATION. 

There is no doubt that much pressure 
Yor financial legislation will be brought 
upon Congréss at its approaching ses- 
sion, growing out of the abnormal condi- 
tions in Wall Street, or, more properly 
speaking, in the speculative dealings of 
the country. The object of the pressure 
will be to increase the ability of the 
banks to make loans and to make it eas- 
fer to get loans from the banks. So far 
as the speculative dealers are concerned, 
they will care very little for legislation 
that does not serve both these ends. 

The general plan of the Aldrigh bill of 
last session finds a good deal of favor 
among this class. Its main provision was 
to authorize the Treasury to deposit the 
customs receipts on certain securities 
other than United States bunds. If the 
Government had customs receipts not 
needed in its daily business, this process 
would, of course, increase its deposits in 
the banks, and so far facilitate loans. 
It would also create a demand fog the 
bonds accepted as security, and it would 
tend to stiffen the prices of bonds, and, 
indirectly, of securities generally. It is 
by no means certain, however, that the 
Treasury can add very largely to its 
present deposits. If it could, the process 
would tighten rather than relax the in- 
fluence of Government finance on the 
“trade of the country, which is undesira- 
ble. That ‘nfluence is already too inti- 
mate, and ought to be reduced. Espe- 
cially it would not be a good plan to 
make the prices of securities dependent 
on the action of the Treasury if it can 
be avoided. 

There is talk, moreover, stimulated by 
recent events, of adapting the principle 
of the Aldrich bill to circulation and sub- 
stituting certain classes of bonds for 
those of the United States as security for 
note issues. This would be a bold step. 
Ut will be more or less quietly urged by 
influences which it is hardly necessary 
to mention. In our judgment, it would 
be a grave imistake, fraught with great 
possible mischief. It is of course indis- 
pensable that the notes of the banks 
should be absolutely safe at all times in 
ali parts of the country. They are so un- 
der the present system. They must be 
kept so. It would add to the difficulty 
of keeping them so if other than United 
States bonds were to be accepted and 
held by the Treasury as security. That 
plan would necessarily subject the Treas- 
ury to great pressure from private inter- 
ests. The bond market would have in- 
troduced into it a quite new and uncer- 
tain element. Speculation would turn, to 
some extent, on the discretionary action 
of the Treasury officials. The Govern- 
ment would become involved, directly 
and indirectly, in the changes, the con- 
tentions, the schemes, and plots of the 
“ Street,” It would be a mischievous and 
hazardous situation. 

One fact must be kept clearly in mind 
jn all legislation as to bank issues; and it 
is most imperative at the present mo- 
ment. It is that elasticity, in response 
to business needs, must include contrac- 
tion as well us expansion, us the legiti- 
mate demand lessens or increases. The 
device of a progressive tax on notes un- 
secured by the deposit of bonds recog- 
nizes this principle and is an application 
of it. It is awkward, and there are others 
much better. But this, at least, does re- 
Bpect the principle. It might be a good 
beginning, an experiment, as has been 
shrewdly said, in asset currency. But 
we trust that Congress will do more and 
better when it meets. 


PEONAGE CASES IN ALABAMA. 

‘After the disgraceful failure to convict 
fn the first case of trial for peonage in 
‘Alabama, the accused, arraigned for re- 
trial, pleaded guilty. A second offender 
has now been tried, convicted, and sen- 
tenced. It is probable that the prosecu- 
tion of this peculiarly discreditable crime 
qwill now be pushed far enough practically 
to put an end to the crime in that State, 
and Georgia promises to follow the ex- 
ample. 

It is noteworthy that the prosecution 
in Alabama is in the court of United 
States Judge Jorxzus, a Democrat, a resi- 
dent, and, we believe, a native of the 
State, formerly Governor. He was ap- 
pointed to his present position by Presi- 
dent Roosevert, primarily because he 
united to professional qualifications of a 
high order ae broad conception of patriot- 
ism, great courage, and firmness. He had 
already distinguished himself by devo- 
tion to the maintenance of the credit of 

_ the State, by intelligent support of gen- 
ral education, and by manly opposition 


to the disfranchisement of the blacks 
by indirection and discrimination. 

There has been some discussion in the 
press of Alabama of an alleged attack 
on the honor of the South in connection 
with the matter of peonage. It has been 
assumed that the Northern criticism of 
this abuse was inspired by unfriendly 
feeling toward the South, and even that 
it was due to a systematic attempt on 
the part of the Administration and the 
Republican leaders to arouse sectional 
prejudice and animosity~in another 
form, “to wave the bloody shirt.” We 
do not see much evidence of the correct- 
ness of this assumption. We. have cen- 
sured| the Republican attitude toward 
the South in the past as we believed it 
deserved, and it is by no means impos- 
sible that the Republican leaders may in 
the near future seek to make some polit- 
ical capital from recent occurrences. But 
if that should be their purpose, they will 
be completely baffled by such a policy as 
that of Judge Jongs, carried out with the 
energy and fidelity he has shown. They 
can be baffled in no other way. If the 
offenses charged did not exist, the fact 
could not be establishéd by mere indig- 
nant denials and by aspersing the mo- 
tives of the accusers. If the offenses do 
exist—as clearly they do to some extent— 
then they must be dealt with as Judge 
JONEs is dealihg with them. That and 
that alone vindicates the fair name of 
the South—a consummation as devoutly 
wished by all intelligent citizens of the 
North as by its own people. 


PARKER AND GORMAN. 

We are not surprised that there are 
Democratic politicians in the South who 
are not fully satisfied‘ with the qualifi- 
cations of Justice PaRKER as a candidate 
for the Presidency, and who prefer Mr. 
GORMAN of Maryland. That the former 
has a “legal mind” in excess of the re- 
quirements of the réle of delegate hunter 
is entirely true. He is lamentably inca- 
pable of taking occasion in an address 
before the Georgia Bar Asscciation to do 
electioneering in his own behalf. Doubt- 
less he has some velleities toward so hon- 
orable a post as the Presidency, and he 
might even deem it gratifying to be ten- 
dered his party’s nomination for that 
post. But he is not equal to the task of 
“hustling” for it, and he would proba- 
bly be distinctly reluctant to promote his 
chances by open or secret solicitation. 

On the other hand, Mr. GorMAN may be 
said to possess nearly all the qualifica- 
tions that Judge PARKER lacks, and vice 
versa. It is needless to recite them. For 
those who like that kind of a candidate 
he is just the kind of a candidate they 
would like. In the interest of party 
morality it is to be hoped that there are 
not many of them. 


THE RESTAURANT BREAKFAST. 
The thesis of Instructor Fire of the 

Department of Philosophy in the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, that education dimin- 
ishes one’s chances of happiness for the 
reason that when one’s taste is suffi- 
ciently refined one can enjoy only the 
best the world affords and is frequently 
unable to get it, would not seem to be 
difficult of demonstration in the case of 
the man of refined taste who, left at 
home alone while his family is enjoying 
itself in the country, has to skirmish for 
his breakfast among the restaurants. In 
fact, one of Mr. Fire’s examples touches 
this very incident of average human ex- 
perience. He says: “‘The man whose 
taste is cultivated so he appreciates an 
epicurian breakfast will endure a great 
deal of misery because of the thousands 
of bad breakfasts he will be compelled to 
¢at.” 

The restaurant breakfast is extremely 
apt to be bad. One may lunch comfort- 
ably and agreeably in a great variety of 
places, and when dinner time comes the 
range of choice is as wide as could be 
expected or desired. Every effort of 
culinary skill and manageria! enterprise 
focuses on the dinner ménu, and the im- 
petus then gained lasts until midnight 
or longer. But there is an interval be- 
tween 2 and 6 A. M. when only the drunk 
and disorderly, the nighthawk, and the 
habitual rounder are in evidence. The 
tired chef goes home to bed, his assist- 
ants are dismissed one by one, and the 
waiters drift out into the streets, distin- 
guished only by shirt bosoms in startling 
contrast to the rest of their shabby at- 
tire. There is a pretense of reorganiza- 
tion in time for breakfast, but it is rarely 
successful. If the assistant cook on duty 
at that hour understands his business he 
is too sleepy to attend to it, and his work 
is usually bad. The choice of viands is 
among the left-overs of the day before, 
and rarely includes anything crisp or ap- 
petizing. Perhaps the coffee is good, but 
it is certain to be far below the standard 
of the after-dinner service. Indeed, there 
is room for the suspicion that it has been 
built up from what remained of the 
night before. 

Perhaps it is inevitable, but it is cer- 
tainly regrettable, that there is always 
something going on in the restaurant at 
breakfast time which would detract from 
the enjoyment of the meal, even if oth- 
erwise enjoyable. In the cheaper places 
the broom is kept at work, supplying 
floor dust as a condiment for the tough 
omelet or the underdone fish. Waiters 
move about replenishing sugar bowls and 
salt receptacles, filling ,vinegar cruets, 
and performing other functions which 
the customer would be very glad to have 
remitted during his stay. There is a 
perfunctory character about the service 
whichis calculated to impress the cus- 
tomer with the idea that he is an in- 
truder—tolerated because the boss insists 
that he shall be, but none the less per- 
sona non grata to everybody concerned. 
Nothing tastes good, nothing looks or 
smelis clean, and the one desire which 
possesses the customer of refined taste 
is to get through and out into the fresh 


air, where ‘the mingled odors of last 
night’s dinner will not pursue him. 
When it is remembered that there are 
a great many thousand ‘men in comfort- 
able circumstances who depend upon res- 
taurant breakfasts from June to Sep- 
tember, and almost as.many who must 
do so the year round, it is perhaps sur- 
prising that so little intelligent interest 
in catering to this immense trade is 
shown by those in the restaurant busi- 
ness. A cool, clean, and quiet room, & 
simple bill of fare with everything on it 
as appetizing as skill and good taste can 
make it, a skillful service, and the total 
absence of anything suggestive of get- 
ting ready for a more important event 
later in the day, would be to the break- 
fast hunter as grateful as the shadow of 
a great rock in a weary land. His chance 
of finding it between 7 and 10 A, M, in 
New York is much smaller than that of 
finding in his morning mail checks for 
the money he has incautiously loaned. 


REAL WAR AND PLAY WAR. 

The incidents of a sham battle ar- 
ranged near the encampment of the Na- 
tional Guard of Missouri at St. Joseph 
were sufficiently instructive to invite 
comment. For the better instruction of 
the militia in the art of war the sham 
battle was planned, one incident of 
which was the capture of a battery by 
the infantry force. This had been very 
well arranged and was carried out ac- 
cording to programme—up to a certain 
point. The members of the battery had 
no idea of being captured. The infantry 
crept up and surrounded them, and the 
battery commander was notified that ac- 
cording to the rules of the game he was 
captured and his command was no long- 
er “in it.” Strategically the battery was 
captured; but as a matter of fact the 
members of that organization had views 
of their own on the subject of the proper 
time to surrender. Then happened what 
has more than once happened in real 
war, to the disconcertment of the best- 
laid plans of commanding officers. The 
artillerymen took a hitch on their belts, 
rolled up*their sleeves, remarked that 
they still had use for their guns and 
forthwith “sailed in” and proceeded to 
thrash the infantrymen who had tech- 
nically captured them. The battle waxed 
fast and furious, and at the end of it an 
extemporized field hospital was neces- 
sary, to which a dozen or two of the par- 
ticipants were conveyed to have’ their 
more or less serious wounds treated. 
They are still in bed, and while doubtless 
very uncomfortable it may be assumed 
that they had a more instructive lesson 
in practical war than would have come 
from greater respect on the part of the 
artillerymen for the conventions of the 
mimic battlefield. 

War would cease to be interesting 
even to the professional soldier if just 
such things as happened to the infantry 
at St. Joseph did not happen daily in the 
field. Were it otherwise campaigns could 
be settled by commanding officers much 
as two experts would play a game of 
chess. They might meet in some conven- 
ient place, sit down together over a map, 
and by a series of moves and counter- 
moves decide the issue to a mathemat- 
ical demonstration. This would be a 
very humane way of conducting war, but 
unfortunately it would not be quite sat- 
isfactory, since it would be extremely 
difficult to make the demonstration con- 
clusive of anything except what ought to 
happen. In war the proneness of the un- 
expected to happen is a factor in the 
equation which cannot be disregarded. 
The “untenable position” often contin- 
ues to be held, the brigade which should 
be captured slips through the fingers of 
the captors, the defeated army some- 
times pulls itself together and chases the 
victorious enemy all over the surround- 
ing country, and until a war is over one 
cannot always tell just how it will end. 
The Boers gave an illustration of this in 
South Africa. They had no chance from 
the outset of successfully combating the 
multitudinous armies of Great Britain, 
and perhaps did not expect even as large 
a measure of success as attended their 
efforts of resistance to British invasion; 
but they did vast damage to British 
troops and won a very different sort of 
peace than would have been accorded 
them on a theoretical estimate of their 
chances of making a thorough conquest 
of their country impracticably difficult. 
The Missouri artillerymen did just what 
good soldiers and brave men would be 
apt to do in real war. It was not agree- 
able to them to be taken prisoners and 
led away in dishonor, even though their 
destination was the mess tent; so they 
did the proper thing in the circumstances 
and demonstrated the fact that it is not 
so“easy to capture a well-manned bat- 
tery as had been assumed. The next 
time this duty devolves upon a company 
of militia infantry they will perhaps 
specify that the guns they are to take 
and silenee shall be manned by wax fig- 


ures.

PRESERVATIVES IN FOOD. 

The results of the experiments of Dr. 
Winey of the Department of Agriculture 
in feeding selected subjects on foods 
containing preservatives, while not yet 
given to the public in detail, have been 
to some extent anticipated in hia general 
conclusions. These point to the convic- 
tion that the addition of chemicals to 
food preparations to arrest natura] proc- 
esses is dangerous, and that while sweep- 
ing and ill-considered legislation on the 
subject might be attended with disad- 
vantage to important manufacturing in- 
dustries, “it is certainly true that wher- 
ever for any reason a preservative must 
be used the package of food containing it 
should be clearly marked so that the 
purchaser and corlsumer may he fully in- 
formed regarding the matter.” 

The subject of preservatives in food is 
not one which is involved in any mys- 
tery whatever. To decide whether chem- 
ical additions are'safe or unsafe it is not 


necessary to determine whether the 
chemical employed is or ts not specific- 
ally a poison. If a poison so much the 
worse; but if without known toxical 
properties, and merely serving the pur- 
pose for which it is used, that of an an- 
tiseptic and preservative, it is mischiev- 
ous in delaying the natural processes of 
dissolution and decomposition by which 
food is digested and prepared for agsim- 
ilation in the human system, That which 
preserves food before it is eaten will con- 
tinue to preserve it in much the same 
condition after it ts eaten. This means 
an artificial interference with the process 
of digestion, the effect of which is ex- 
tremely bad, especially when the stom- 
ach is not a grist mill and capable of 
taking care of anything which may 
reach it. 

If the chemists of the prepared food 
manufacturers could devise some meth- 
od of neutralizing the effects of pre- 
servative additions before their goods are 
eaten, the objection to the use of such 
chemicals would be largely removed. An 
antiseptic addition to a decomposable 
substanee for the purpose of arresting 
decomposition {s like a temporary in- 
junction. It operates as a stay of pro- 
ceedings. If it could be dissolved the 
moment it had served its purpose no 
harm would result from its employment. 
On the contrary, great good might be ac- 
complished thereby. Fortunately this is 
quite possible in the case of a great vari- 
ety of preparations, They are perfectly 
sterilized by heat, and if kept from ac- 
cess to air yn#il needed for consumption 
they remain unimpaired for any length 
of time. They are also preserved by re- 
frigeration indefinitely. Neither method 
is open to any objection. Chemical addi- 
tions might not be objectionable if they 
did not continue operative as antiseptics 
after the need for such service is past; 
but just here is the danger which at- 
tends their use, The man who should 
take as a medicine a preparation calcu- 
lated to arrest digestion would be count- 
ed very reckless with himself; and for 
this reason no one should be confronted 
with the danger of unknowingly taking 
such medicine in what he believes to be 
ewholesome and nutritious food. The sug- 
‘gestion of Dr. Wiiey that all prepara- 
tions containing chemical preservatives 
should so announce on their wrappers, to 
the end that those Hable to be injured by 
them may have warning if they choose 
to heed it, is wise and conservative. 


TO LOWER FORTY-SECOND STREET. 
The interesting project of Mr. Hast- 
InGs, the architect, to sink Forty-second 
Street at the intersection of Fifth Ave- 
nue has already been made the subject of 
a verbal exposition in these columns. 
Really to explain it would probably re- 
quire a set of drawings. But the fact 
that Mr. CANToR has taken up the proj- 
ect is greatly in its favor. It is simple 
justice to the President of Manhattan to 
say that, upon all projects of aesthetic 
municipal improvement that have come 
up during his administration, he has 
shown an intelligence and breadth of 
view not common in any walk of life, and 
really startling in an official quarter, 

Old New Yorkers remember the “ Loew 
Bridge,” so named, we believe, after the 
Alderman who proposed it, something 
more than thirty years ago at the inter- 
section of Broadway and Fulton Street, 
of which the purpose was to enable pe- 
destrians to cross Broadway without 
risking collision with the vehicular traf- 
fic at the surface. The device was suc- 
cessful for its purpose. But the bridge 
remained only a few months, being de- 
molished at the instigation of the ripa- 
rian tradesmen, who maintained, and got 
the courts to agree with them, that their 
vested interests were infringed by an 
arrangement which enabled the public 
to dodge their stores, 

We suppose that the authors and spon- 
sors of this plan to relieve the conges- 
tion at what is now one of the most en- 
gorged intersections in New York have 
looked out for a similar objection. Cer- 
tainly it is most desirable to avoid a 
grade crossing at this corner, as well as 
at the corner of Thirty-fourth Street, 
eight squares below. If the scheme be 
practicable it is evidently desirable, all 
the more because it would make a “ feat- 
ure”’ in the monotony of Fifth Avenue 
and detach and emphasize the new build- 
ing of the Public Library. 

In fact, that is its most interesting as- 
pect. The best work that can be done, in 
the way of municipal embellishment, is 
to mitigate to the utmost the mischief 
done by the Street Commissioners of 
1807. Any feature that tends to relieve 
the dreary monotony of their disposi- 
tions, whether it be Mr, Lams’s sugges- 
tion for a eirculary colonnade at the 
Eighth Avenue Plaga of the Central Park 
or Mr. Hastinas's for a decorative bridge 
at Fifth Avenue and Forty-second 
Street, should be most hospitably and in- 
dulgently considered. The more such in- 
terruptions and reliefs of our street plan 
we have the better will life be worth 
living in Manhattan,

---We are not prepared to accept im» 
mediately, and we doubt if we will ever 
accept without some slight qualifications, 
the theory advanced by one of our cor- 
respondents to explain why it is that when 
electric cars take fire the motormen keep 
them going at full speed until the machin- 
ery,ceases to work.

cent of youth when they saw, for instance, 
an elderly brewer give an illusory evidence, 
of agility aw he turned over twice or 
thrice In the air between his first and 
second Impact on the pavement, or when 
a colored woman draped herself and 4 
basket of newly laundered linen hastily 
but gracefully around a pillar of the ele- 
vated railway—-that the magnates would 
forget the weight of wealth and years at 
exhibitions like these is beyond question. 
As it would be only human for them to 
desire such forgetfulness, so it is not im- 
possible that occasionally they treat them- 
selves to the experience. But do they? We 
have seen no reports that their carriages 
line the streets when one of these perform- 
ances is given, na grandstands are ever 
erected whence convenient and exclusive ob- 
servation can be taken. And magnates 
leave little to ehance-except the move- 
ments of industrial stocks. They are never 
careless about their amusements, and they 
would not trust to luck to get them to the 
spot where a car accidentally took fire. 
So we are obliged to doubt our correspon- 
dent’s theory. Many of the facts are in its 
favor, and none other even began to ex- 
plain the behavior of the motormen, but— 
well, a theory must fit all the facts, not 
many of them, and by that test this theory 
as yet seems to us to fail. 


~——American Medicine of Philadelphia 
Gives its expert support to our lay commen- 
dation of the fullness and intelligibility 
which marked the bulletins issued by the 
Pope's doctors, and it speaks of them, too, 
as “these two most competent physicians.” 
As for their early mivtaking of pleurisy for 
pneumonia, it says that the simulation of 
the latter disease by the former is often so 
nearly perfect that the differentiation can- 
not be made except by exploratory punct- 
ure, and when the two maladies are com- 
bined, and both are atypical, as they would 
naturally be in a feeble man of advanced 
age, the diagnostic difficulties are extreme- 
ly great. ‘Under the circumstances,” ac- 
cording to this high authority, “we feel 
that high credit is due to the Pope's phy- 
sicians for their skill in managing their 
case in sight of the whole world. We may 
add that it is only just to record commen- 
dation of the reasonably scientific reports 
that have come from the Vatican during 
the illness of Pope Lmo. The accounts were 
interesting and instructive for the medical 
as well as for the lay reader. The physi- 
cians spoke frankly, and did not seem to 
desire to surround the case with impene- 
trable secrecy. Such detalls as were given 
bore the stamp of medical authority and 
gave proof of having been cabled by jour- 
nalists of more than average conscientious- 
ness and ability.” We might, perhaps, be 
more than slightly resentful of the hint 
that the newspapef accounts of the Pope’s 
illness were the work of “ journalists of 
more than average conscientiousness and 
ability,” but we will let it pass for the sake 
of the intended compliment to a group of 
men who certainly did their work most ex- 
cellently. And we are not much interested 
in “journalists,” anyhow, not knowing 
much about them, Had the insinuation 
been against reporters and other plain, ordi- 
nary newspaper men, we might have 
worked ourselves up into quite a fever of 
indignation. The “ journalists ” can take 
care of themselves, and certainly the news- 
paper men can, 


——It must be admitted that the West 
Washington Market men present some very 
valid objections against the establishment 
of a city dump in close proximity to their 
place of business, and we all have a most 
vital interest in any real grievance of this 
kind that the marketmen may have. And 
yet the city must get rid of its waste prod- 
ucts somewhere, and wherever it tries to doe 
it an angry outery is sure to arise, always 
with valid objections to be presented by the 
people who find themselves and their prop- 
erty sacrificed for the common good. The 
problem confronting the municipal author- 
ities is one of extreme difficulty, not to be 
solved satisfactorily to all by any of the 
plans yet tried. The world awaits the ar- 
rival of a garbage man with genius, and 
many of the geniuses it had and has will 
rank below him when he comes.

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PROMOTIONS IN THE ARMY. 


First of Thirty-four Veteran Colonels 
Advanced to Grade of Brigadier 
_ General and Retired. 
Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, July 26.—The promotion 
of thirty-four veteran Colonels to the grade 
of Brigadier General recently decided upon 
began to-day with the retirement of Major 
Gen. George W. Davis on account of age, 
The advancement of Brig. Gen, Samuel 
Sumner to be Major General was followed 
by the promotion of Col. John H. Page of 
the Third Infantry. The Colonels selected 


for promotion and immediate retirement 
will be advanced in succession according 
to their standing on the lineal list. One 
will be promoted and retired every day 
until Aug. 8, on which date Lieut. Gen. 
Miles will be dropped from the active and 
transferred to the retired list. 

Following the retirement of Gen. Miles 
two of the Colonels selected for promotion 
will be advanced daily and retired. Thir- 
teen will be advanced before Aug. 8, leaving 
twenty-one to he provided for after that 
date. At the rate of two each day eleven 
days will be required to complete the move- 
ment, which will consume until Aug, 19. 
On Aug. 18, Col. Carr of the Fourth Cavalry 
wiil be promoted to the Sumner vacanc 
and retained as Brigadier, and on the 19t 
Col. Barry will be advanced to the vacancy 
that will be caused by the advancement of 
Gen. Leonard Wood, vice Majer Gen. 
Young, who will become Lieutenant _Gen- 
eral on the retirement of Lieut. Gen. Miles, 

Thus nearly a month will be required to 
run the thirty-four veteran Colonels through 
to be Brigadier Generals. It was expected 
than on the advancement of Gens. Young 
and.Woods another batch of veteran Colonels 
would be promoted to be Brigadiers and 
immediately retired, but it is understood 
thuc purpose has been abandoned, and that 
further promotions of this kind will be 
delayed until January next, when Lieut. 
Gen. Young will be retired for age, result- 
ing in the advancement of Major Gen. 
Chaffee and Brig. Gen. George M. Ran- 
dall to be Lieutenant General and Major 
General respectively. 


~ NAVY YARDS CRITICISED. 


Congressmen Who Inspected Those on 
Atlantic Coast Feund Them 
Need of Reorganization. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 26.—That the navy 
yards of this country are in need of re- 
organization is the opinion of members of 
the House Committee on Naval Affairs 
who have visited and inspected a:l the 
yards between Norfolk, Va., and Ports- 
mouth, N, H. Representative Rixey of 
Virginia, who participated in the trip which 
was made on the Dolphin, says the mem- 
bers of the committee are of the opinion 
that the present system ts antiquated, in- 
efficient, and extravagant... Reorganiza- 
tion and adoption of modern methods such 
as are found in private establish.nents 
would result in the saving of millions of 
dollars. Mr. Rixey hopes to see a vigsrous, 
non-partisan effort made in the next Uon- 
gress to promote the efficiency of the yards 
by a thorough reorganization. The prox- 
imity of the yards at Boston and VPorts- 


mouth, the distance being only fifty miles, 
was referred to, and the opinion of several 
of the committeemen is that there is no 
necessity for two yards in that section. 

The trip was intended to be educational, 
and those members who have’ talked of 
their experience are confident they will 
be enabled to act with greater intelligence 
in dealing with appropriations for thea sev- 
eral naval stations. Mr. Rixey ‘s confi- 
dent the trip will result in recommenda- 
tions that if adopted by Congress wil! in- 
crease the efficiency of the navy yards 
and save a large sum of money to the 
Treasury. He explained that the commiti¢e 
not only inspected the, yards, but had 
formal conferences with the commandants 
and other officers, whose opinions and 


statements were reported stenographically 
for future feference by the naval commit- 
tee. 

“The organization and business methods 
of the yards,”’ said Mr. Rixey, “ were thor- 
oughly overhauled, with the result that 
the members of the committee are prac- 
tically unanimous in the opinion that the 
present arrangement and management are 
vicious in the extreme. The navy yards 
are all organized upon the bureau system, 
which results in the duplication of many 
buildings and the unnecessary multiplica- 
tion of expenses, For instance, in every 
navy yard there are three or more machine 
shops, three or more power plants, three 
or more blacksmith shops, three or more 
foundry plants, and so on, in other lines.”’ 


ADVANCING WARRANT OFRICERS 


Four Gunners Recommended to Takes 
Preliminary Examination in Navy. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 26.—Under the act 
of the last Congress providing for the ad- 
vancement of warrant officers each year 
to the grade of Ensign in the navy, four 
gunners have been recommended to take 
the preliminary examination. These are 
Miles Joyce, attached to the San Francisco 
on the Buropean squadron; Charles B. Bab- 
son of the Boston, attached to the Pa- 


cific squadron; Frank Rorschack of the 
Kearsarge, which ship has just reached Bar 
Harbor from Europe, and Levin J. Wallace 
of the Prairie, attached to the Atlantic 
training squadron. 

The examinations will begin Sept 15. 
Joyce will be examined on the European 
station; Babson at Mare Island, Cal.; Ror- 
schack and Wallace at Washington. The 
law authorizes the advancement of six war- 
rant officers each year. The four named 
are all who met the preliminary require- 
ments for candidates. 


Charges ex-Postmaster General Smith 
with Evasion and Begging the 
Question Respecting Postal 
Irregularities. 


WASHINGTON, July 26,—Chairman Proc- 
ter of the Civil Service Commission has 
made reply to the recent letter of ex-Post- 
master General Smith concerning the lat- 
ter’s attack on his report on the investiga- 
tion of the Washington Post Office, and 
also to an editorial article in The Phila- 
delphia Press. 

In the course of his reply, which is ad- 
dressed to Postmaster General Payne, Mr. 
Procter charges Mr. Smith with evading the 
facts in the matter of alleged violations 
of the civil service law during the latter's 
term of office. Mr. Smith’s defense of 
the practice of transferring employes in an 
alleged illegal manner is Gescribe as beg- 
ging the question, and Mr. Procter reiter- 
ates his charge that the civil service law 
was nullified in the transfer of 124 em- 
ployes by Mr. Smith as Postmaster General. 

Mr. Smith's charge that Mr. Procter was 
so unreasonable in the matter of framing 
rules for the appointment of rural letter 
earriers that his colleagues had to over- 
rule him, Mr. Procter characterizes as 
amusing, and he asserts that there was 
complete harmony in the Civil Servite Com- 


mission. 

Mr. Procter’s reply to the editorial in The 
Press answers a statement that he sought 
exceptions to the civil service rules on be- 
half of his own relatives and friends. He 
pronounces this anatee untrue and says he 
never asked exceptions for relatives or 
friends, and, so far as he knows, has no 
relatives in the classified service.

A PROPOSED RAILWAY 
UNDER BERING STRAIT. 


Line Across Alaska Connecting with 
Siberian Road Planned—Secretary 
Hitchcock's Approval Asked, 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 26—A_ Trans- 
Alaska-Siberian Railway Company has 
been organized, and a petition has been 
forwarded to Secretary Hitchcock for his 
approval of the route across Alaska. The 
incorporators are pioneers in the movement 
for the construction of a railroad under 
Bering Strait to connect with the great 
Russian line. 

The projectors of the road are French and 
Russian capitalists, and with them ‘are cer- 
tain Américan ‘bankers. Count de Lobet of 
Paris and John J, Healy of Alaska, the 


Klondike millionaire, head the lst of in 
corporators, who have taken out their char- 
ter under the laws of Maine. Offices are to 
be established at New York, Chicago, Seat- 
tle, London, Paris, St. Petersburg, and 
Irkutsk. M. de Lobet is the representative 
of the Paris Geographic Society. 

The application for right of way through 
Alaska, will undoubtedly be followed by an 
application to Congress for a land grant 
owe that territory, conditioned after 
the Northern Pacific grant. The petition 
is probably a forerunner to a request to the 
United States to neutralize Bering Strait, 
s0 that in the event of war no a ery 
would be given to the enemies of Ru ’ 
Russian officers demand this as a condi- 
tion of the Russian Government giving fur- 
ther support to the road or confirming the 
cancessions of land heretofore nted. 

The petition sets forth that the route is 
along certain portions of the Pacific Coast 
to Juneau, and thence by a westerly rot ty 
tion to the most westerly point of Alaska, 
extending to the Bering Sea. It is the pur- 
pose to construct a tunnel from that nt 
under Bering Strait to the Siberian n- 
land. Promise is made to file a map later, 
disclosing the exact course which the pro- 
posed road shall take, particularly across 
the territory of Alaska, 

Secretary Hitchcock is asked on behaif 
of the incorporators to fix a day for a 
hearing, when the representatives and 
agents of the Trans-Alaska-Siberian Ratll- 
way Company may appear and fully ex- 
plain the plans and establish with the de- 

artment the good faith of the enterprise.

of the incorporators to construct the road, 
and state their willingness to file a bon 
for the faithful performance of the work 
within the territory of the United States in 
such manner as shall be required by the 
Secretary. 


DR. CAMPBELL ON AMERICANS, 


In Ocean Grove Sermon He Says They 
Live for the Pleasures of To-day. 
Special to The New York Times. 


OCEAN GROVE, N. J., July 26.—The Rev. 
Dr, Reginald John Campbell, pastor of the 
City Temple, London, preached two ser- 
mons to-day in Ocean Grove. Fully 20,000 
persons heard him, and accorded him a 
hearty welcome to this centre of Method- 
ism. His theme at the morning service 
was “The Ground of Christian Certainty.” 
His subject this evening was ‘“ Dees God 
Answer Prayer?” 

At the morning service he ecaid: “The 
ground of Christian certainty has been 
and always will be acquaintanceship with 
Christ, for His early disciples as well as 
His followers to-day reveal that certainty, 
or at least should do so, in their love for 
their fellow-men. John Wesley, the founder 
of the Methodist Church, believed in this 
doctrine, for he was the greatest preacher 
of assurance the world has eyer known.” 

Referring to his trip to America, Dr. 
Campbell said he had observed that Ameri- 
cans @re of a very optimistic cnaracter,;are 
always busy looking for a fight, and are 
very happy when the fight results in their 
favor. They were, as a rule, happy and 
contented, but were living for the pleasures 
of to-day and not caring much for the 
morrow. 

Evangelist Charles H. Yatman conducted 
a morning meeting in the temple. In the 
course of his remarks he referred to the. 
fact that there were two families in Ocean 
Grove in need. “ These dear folk expect

LONDON, July 27.—There is no basis, 
Says the Tokio correspondent of The 
Times, for the alarmist telegrams pub- 
lished in England in regard to Japanese 
preparations for war. There is certainly 
growing indignation in Japan over Rus- 
Sia’s procecdings, but the Government 
and nation are calm. 

The correspondent says the Japanese 

rs strongly criticise Russia’s official 
@eclaration consenting to the opening of 
ports in Manchuria, inasmuch as such a 
déclaration, addressed direct to the pow- 
ers, involves the assumption of Russia's 
sovereignty. 

The Paris correspondent of The Times 
says the Patrie publishes an interesting 
statement by “A Japanese Marquis, a 
well-known figure in diplomatic and mil- 
itary circles.” 

The Marquis declares that in the event 
of war with Russia the Japanese ships, 
having longer range and more penetrat- 
ing guns than the Russian, could repeat 
AG@miral Dewey's exploit in destroying 
the Spanish ships. He adds: 

“ We desire to enter the lists with Rus- 
sia because it would insure our race 
equality with the European nations.” 


The Japan Times, published at Tokio, in 
an editorial in its issue of June 24 found 
cause for concern in the quiet attitude of 


Japanese press: It said: 
“ No careful reader of the Japanese press 
have failed to be struck with the stead- 
wing intensity of feeling over the un- 
eondition of affairs in the Far Hast. 
The increasing impatience on the part of 
the press is all the more remarkable be- 
cause it is not accompanied by any violence 
of language.

Russian Specialist’s Report on Prince 
George, the Eldest Son of 
King Peter. 


ST, PETERSBURG, July 26.—A specialist 
in the treatment of backward children, at 
the command of the Imperial Government, 
examined and observed Prince George, the 
eldest son of King Peter Karageorgevitch 
of Servia, in the past week.

SERVIAN-BULGARIAN PLOT ? 


Roumanian Paper Prints a Sensational 
Story of a Conspiracy to Unite 
the Two States. 


VIENNA, July 26—The Universail, 
printed in Bucharest, publishes a sensa~- 
tional story of a plot to bring about a 
union of Servia and Bulgaria, which in- 
volves the deposition of Prince Ferdinand 
and the substitution of the Karageorge- 
vitch dynasty. The plot, according to the 
stery, would incidentally result in the set- 
tlement of the Macedonian question. 

According to the report a secret meeting 
was recently held at Belgrade of Bulgarian 
parliamentarians, prominent Servians, and 
Macedonians, at which the details of the 
scheme were agreed upon. They are sald to 


include a military convention and a Cus- 
toms Union. The plotters are also said to 
have resolved, if possible, to carry out 
their programme by legal means, including 
a vote of the Sobranje, (Bulgarian Parlia- 
ment.) The plotters are said to have 
argued that such a united kingdom could 
overthrow Turkey,. end the Macedonian 
troubles, and guarantee a greater future 
both for Servia and Bulgaria. 

The story is discredited here, being re- 
garded as fantastical. 


ANOTHER DISPUTE IN KOREA. 


Russia Tries Unsuccessfully to Obtain 
the Removal of the Japanese 
Telegraph Line. 


YOKOHAMA, July 26.—M. Pavloff, the 
Russian Minister to Korea, having objected 
te the Japanese telegraph line from Seoul 
to Fusan, which was contructed prior to 
the Russian line, the Korean Government 
asked the Japanese Minister, M. Hayashi, 
to remove the line.

Capt. Fleming’s Interests in Harbor 
Contracting Firm to be Taken Over 
by a Company—$500,000 Said to 
be Involved in Transfer. 


Ex-President Coogan of the Borough of 
Manhattan had to spend a hot Sunday here 
yesterday instead of luxuriating at society’s 
Summer capital. Mr, Coogan was held up 
after all his arrangements had been made 
for departure to Newport, because of the 
chance of a settlement of the affair of the 
partnership of Brown & Fleming, over 
which Mr. Coogan presi as a receivor 
“spams in the action of Brown vs. Flem- 
ng. 

Mr, Coogan's sacrifice of his trip and the 
other efforts enlisted in the matter were 
followed by a settlement that will be com- 
pleted to-day. Charles A. Brown has in- 
corporated a company which will take cver 
the business of the firm, and Capt. John 
Fleming's interest in the business will be 
purchased by the new corporation at a 
figure which is reported to be in the ncigh- 
borhood of $500,000, 

The property involved in the transaction 
consists of the firm’s leases and privileges 
obtained from the Dock Department, a 
fleet of fifty scows, and six towboats, a 
Roa Hook grayel deposit, a North River 
stone crushing plant, and some contracts 
with the Federal Government and cther 
parties, 


The dock leases and privileges are among 
those which Corporation Counsel Rives and 
District Attorney Jerome have been paying 
some attention to lately.

HUNGARY'S ACTIVITIES HERE. 


Declaration Made That the Only Object 
is to Guard the Loyaity of 


Its Subjects. 


Surprise was expressed in this city 
over a dispatch published in Tue New 
York Times of yesterday, given out for 
publication by The Washington Post, 
and revealing the contents of a pamphiet 
which Is being circulated by Catholic priests 
who have charge of Hungarian congrega- 
tions throughout this country. The pam- 
plet is entitied *‘ Hungary Exposed," and it 
is an appeai to the President, the Secre- 
tary of State, Cardinal Gibbons, and the 
Archbishops and Bishops of the United 
States from the Catholic priests in this 
country. It is declared that an effort is 
being made by the Hungarian Government 
through ecclestastics to retain its hold upon 
Slavonians and Ruthenians in this coun- 
try—to keep them under surveillance in the 
interests of guidance—the dispatch inferen- 
tially indicating in another connection that 
this is being done greatly because Hun- 
garians are emigrating to this country in 
increasing numbers. 

Joseph Horvath, who is the managing 
editor of the Szabadsag, a Hungarian 
paper published in this city and Cleveland, 
and which circulates to Hungarains, Slav- 
onians, and Ruthenians through the 
United States, was found to be informed 
upon the matter. : 

“The question is not, of course, new to 
us" he said. “It was first propounded 
some fifteen years ago. Even the English 
press has taken it up from time to time. 
There was considerable published about it 
about a year ago. The discovery of this 
pamphlet revives the subject, It involves 
the rather complicated political situation of 
Hungary with its own peoples as wel ag its 
neighbors, and which, I fear, is not very 
well understood by the average American. 

“You know, of course, that we have 
among our nineteen million of Hungarians 
the Slavonians, who are scattered. all 
through the country, but are segregated in 
considerable number close to Poland.

‘We have two ower rellglons 
in Hungary, the Catholic and the Greek 
Churches. The Slavonians have been for 
many generations attached to the Greek 
Church, he service of the Catholic 
Chureh is in Latin, as you know; the lan- 
guage of the Greek @bureh is Russian. 
ungary the service of the Greek Church 
must berin Hungarian, but when a priest 
of that Church comes here what Ter ae 
Perhaps he goes to a little village in 
Fonnsyivania. in Virginia, or any of the 
States, e may leave Hungary with the 
best intentions but when he gets into one 
of these small ‘villages he finds there a 
handful of Hungarians, more Slavonians, 
Polanders, and Russians. Merely py re- 
citing the service of the Greek Church as 
officially it should be recited, in Russian, 
he can please the Slavonians, the Poland- 
ers, the Russians.

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NUMBER OF PRESBYTERIANS. 


Gradual Growth of North Church, but 
Falling Off in Candidates for 
Ministry. 


The Rev. Dr. W. H. Roberts, Stated Clerk 
of the General Assembly, has issued the 
figures of the Presbyterian Church for 
1903. <A striking thing about them is the 
falilng off in the number of ordinations. 
The number wag 290 in 1898, but there were 
only 184 last year, which number is 52 
fewer than the ordinations for 1902, 

The number of ministers increased slight- 
ly, being now 7,704. Candidates for the 
ministry, however, decline steadily, and 
Presbyterian and other religious papers are 
trying to account for the same. The num- 
ber of candidates in the Presbyterian 
Church was 1,161 in 1898, but the number 
re orted this year, after a steady decline, is 
only 779. There is also a decrease in 
evangelists to 119, the fewest for many 
years. 

The total membershi shows steady 
growth even if small, It was 075,877 in 
1808, and at present it is 1,067,477. A cam- 
paign was begun five years ago to add 500,- 
00 Sunday school scholars to the 1,000,000 
Presbyterians already had. Duri that 
time the total gain has been 42, For 
two years an evangelistic campaign has 
been waged, at a cost of $50,000 a year. The 
net increase in membership this last year 
was less than that in 1900, before the cam- 
paign was started. 

In finances Presbyterians show a steady 
growth. For home missions the «mount 
given last year was $1,203,321, the largest 
in the history of the denomination, ‘The 
amount for foreign missions nearly equaled 
the record, and was $905,089. There was 
given to colleges $405,000, and the Los 
Angeles General Assembly cost $04,400, a 
larger sum by $10,000 than any General 
Assembly that ever met. 

To maintain all Presbyterian churehes 
this year took $12,900,338, an increase of 
$700,000 within the last five years, and the 
total gifts to all purposes was §17,561,277, 
an amount $500, larger than during any 
year in the history of the denomination. 


ACCEPTS A BROOKLYN CALL.

Luther F. McKinney of Bridgton has ac- 
cepted a unanimous call to a Universalist 
church in Brooklyn, N, Y., and will enter 
upon his pastoral duties in September.

EMPLOYERS MAY TRY 
T0 FORCE SETTLEMENT 


Action Planned Because of Engi- 
neers’ and Housesmiths’ Course. 


James J. Daly of the Tile Layers Says 
Unions Which Approved Arbitration 
Pian Have Formed New Board. 


The Board of Governors of the Building 
Trades Employers’ Association will hold 


a meeting to-day to take special action in | 
view of the failure on Saturday to reach | 
aa agreement with the Housesmiths’ and j 


Briégemen's Union through the influence 
of Samuel Parks, and of the turning down 
of the arbitration agreement by the Amal- 
gamated Portable Hoisting and Safety En- 
gineers’ Union. These two organizations, it 
is admitted, can make it very difficult to 
proceed with work on buildings if their 
members are not working, and it is thought 
likely that decisive action designed to 
force a speedy settlement of the trouble 
wil! be taken by the Board of Governors. 

James J. Daly, President of the Tile 
Layers’ Union, which was among the first 
to adopt the arbitration plan, said yes- 
terday that he had reason to believe that 
agitation in the Housesmiths’ and Bridge- 
men’s Union to get away from the Parks 
faction had already started. He expected 
that before long there would be a new 
union of housesmiths. He continued: 

“When a man cannot express his opin- 
ions without being slugged or assaulted or 
maimed it is time for something tobe done. 
For some time back the industrious 
ment of the Housesmiths and Bridgemen’s 
Union has been forced into the background 
by the tactics of a small minority of braw!l- 
ers who are ready to fight at a moment's 
notice. “No respectable man wants to get 
into a fight, and this has kept many a man 
otherwise courageous from _ interfering 
when the tough element of the union cap- 
tured the meetings and had matters all its 
own Wway.”’ 

With regard to 
neers in turning 
agreement he said: 

“All I can say is that the engineers have 
heen ill-advised. I cannot understand their 
action or what they expect to gain by 
dividing the organized labor into two oppos- 
ing factions. The unions: which signed the 
arbitration agreement did so out of convic- 
tion. As amended it does not interfere with 
the present trade agreements between in- 
dividual unions and the employers. The 
only. thing in. which it radically difiers 
from the old order of affairs is that the 
men remain at work while trade disputes 
are being settled. I think that this is an 
advantage, because the time they would 
be idle would be so much money lost to 
them. 

“As to sympathetic 
been the bane of unions in the building 
trades for several years, as they were 
often ordered on very frivolous pretexts, 
and any movement to lessen the number 
of sympathetic strikes is good."’ 

Asked about the movement to start a 
new Board of Building Trades composed 
of the delegates of unions which have 
signed the arbitration agreement, Mr. Daly 
said: 

“Such a board has actually been formed, 
and will probably begf holding its regular 
meetings this week. I cannot say when 
the first meetfng will be held. Some people 
who, for reasons of their own tried to 
throw obstacles in the way of a settle- 
ment, have been befogging the minds of the 
rank and file of the unions as to the 
actual situation. As a matter of fact, the 
employers have explained over and over 
again that they do not want or seek to 
have the business agents abolished. ‘They 
recognize that the business agents are a 
legitimate necessity for a union. 

“ There is no force in the objection urged 
against the arbitration agreement that it 
prohibits business agents from being er- 
bitrators, inasmuch as in times past busi- 
ness agents, as a rule, were not on arbi- 
tration boards. A business agent looks 
after the affairs of his union. and under 
the new order of things the business agent 
will see that the agreements are lived up 
to by the employers, and have a general 
supervision over the affairs of the union. 
The unions cannot get all they want, end 
it is better if they gain some points to 
yield a little on points that ‘are not vital 
in a case like this, where the empl-yers 
have yielded a good deal, so as to get 
them down to work on such a basis that 
they are reasonably sure of work during 
the entire season.”’ 

Delegate Paulitsch of the Amalgamated 
Sheet Metal Workers, in a report which 
he made to the Central wederated Unien 
yesterday took the opposite view of the 
question. He said: 

“Tf the ofganizations had stood together 
no arbitration agreement woulki huve been 
necessary. Now we have !abor divided. 
A number of the organization signed the 
arbitration agreement, so that they cannot 
help others through sympathetic strikes. 
My organization has not signed the agree- 
mént, and rather than do s» wili go out 
of existence.”’

A lifeboat was 
lowerefi under command of Second Ufficer 
Guimont, and: sailors rowed to the point 
where the body. had last been seen. No 
trace of Camillo was found.

Little Girl Who Crashed Through Coney 
island Skylight Hardly Likely 
to Live. 


Eleven-year-old Madeline Kane, whose 
parents live in Van Bergen’s Walk, Coney 
Island, fell through a skylight at Hall's 


Bathing Pavilion yesterday morning and | 


was perhaps fatally cut by pieces of glass. 
The child was playing on the roof of the 
pavilion on the beach at the end of Van 
Bergen's Walk. Though she fell a distance 
of fifteen feet, her only injuries were those 
inflicted by the glass, which, however, cut 
and pierced her body deeply. 

The pavilion was densely crowded at the 
time, and great excitement prevailed when 
the little girl crashed through the glass 
roof and lay on the floor unconscious. As 
the child needed immediate heip, a life 
guard, Abraham Wolf, dressed only in a 
bathing suit, carried her through the streets 
a distance of one mile to the West Eighth 


Street Station, where physicians were sum- 
moned from the Emergeney- Hospital. 

Surgeons Kane and Falkowski worked 
three hours in removing the pieces of glass 
from the child’s body and sewing up the 
cuts. One large piece had entered between 
the ribs from behind and pierced one lung. 
Another had almost severed the muscle of 
the left forearm. The child finally regained 
consciousness, but the physicians declare 
that she can hardly recover.

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NEW MOVE TO SETTLE 
PIPE CALKERS’ STRIKE 


Central Union Committeeman Gets 
Promise from Delegate. 


Woodworkers’ Union Delegate De- 
nounces Tactics of the Brotherhood 
of Carpenters—Central Body . 
Upholds Him. 


Delegate Quinn of the Pipe Calkers and 
Tappers’ Union did not put in an appear- 
ance at yesterday’s meeting of the Central 
Féderated Union and his organization was 
represented by another delegate. The sub- 
ject of the subway was brought up by @ 
delegate of the Pavers and Rammers’ 
Union, who complained that his organiza- 
tion was not getting fair play in the sub- 
way. He said that one of the contractors 
had sublet a contract for paving to the 
Metropolitan Street Railway Company at 
Twenty-third Street, and the places of the 
pavers were being filled with men at $2 a 
day in some @ases. 

Delegate Hanna of the Bluestone Cutters’ 
Union had also a complaint on the same 
subject. Then Delegate Pallas, Chairman 
of the Rapid Transit Committee of the 
Central body, asked that the agreement be 
read, Pallas’ admitted that the pavers 
had a grievance which should be sub- 
mitted to the Rapid Transit Committee. 
Then the question of the strike of the Pipe 
Calkers and Tappers’ Union came up. 
James P. Archibald of the Rapid Transit 
Committee took the floor and said, with 
some indignation: 

“The Pipe Calkers and Tappers’ Union 
was given every chance of proving its de- 
mand. If they could have satisfied our 
commitice that more than one-half of the 
outside contractors paid the demand of 
5.00 a Gay our committee would have been 
wiling to concede it. Delegate Quinlan 
said that there were 500 members in his 
organization, and he could only show that 
sixty-four of them were receiving $3.50 a 
day, Letters which were produced on be- 
half of .the Pipe Calkers and Tappers’ 
Union to,sHow that certain employers paid 
$3.50 a day .were repudiated by the em- 
ployers: themselves. Some of them said 
that they repudiated the letters because 
their simnatures were secured by false rep- 
resentations. That is no way to do busi- 
nesa.”’ 

Here Pallas took the floor again, and, 
addressing the new delegate of the pipe 
calkers, said that he was told by the repre- 
sertatives of the rapid transit contractors 
that they were willing to give the pipe 
calkers another chance by reopening the 
arbitration proceedings. He then said, 
turning to the new delegate: 

“Will your representatives be willing to 
meet the contractors to-morrow at 10 
o'clock? They are willing to reopen the 
arbitration proceedings, and you should 
take advantage of this.”’ 

The new delegate appeared to be dum- 
founded, and said that his organization, or, 
at least, some of its members, might be 
down town on Tuesday. He continued talk- 
ing in a hesitating way, and was inter- 


rupted by Pallas, who said, with some as- 
perity: 

* Now, can’t you get your men together, 
and come to this conference? I see no 
reason why they could not be got together.” 

The new delegate, after some more talk, 
promised that he would see to it that the 
representatives of his organization would 
be at the conference, upon which Pallas 
said that he had no doubt it would result 
in the end of the trouble. 

The delegate of the Teamsters’ Union 
began to make a complaint to the effect 
that non-union men were still employed 
in the subway by Major McNulty. Patias 
said that the teamsters seemed to have 
a grievance which entitled them to come 
under the arbitration clause of the agree- 
ment, and advised the teamsters to take 
advantage of it. 

There was some more conversation, and 
then delegates began to get personal. 
Archibald took offense at the tone of some 
of the talk, and remarked that he would 
stand for no “monkey business” in ref- 
erence to the subway. Then the Chairman 
declared the debate officially closed. 

A letter was read on behalf of the Broth- 
erhood of Carpenters containing a protest 
against the Woodworkers’ National Union, 
which stated that the woodworkers had 
made an agreement with a number of up- 
town employers to work fifty hours a week 
for $17 a week after these firms had or- 
dered a general dock-out of carpenters. The 
delegate of the Woodworkers’ Union de- 
clared that the letter was misleading. He 
said the ®rotherhood of Carpenters had 
ordered a strike in order to wipe out of 
existence another union, the Amalgamated 
Society of Carpenters and Joiners. 

“The Brotherhood,” he said, ‘“‘ then or- 
dered more strikes, in violation of an 
agreement with the employers, and the 
woodworking manufacturers of the Bronx 
formed an association and made an agree- 
ment to have open shops. I protest against 
the Brotherhood of Carpenters being recog- 
nized in this body until it conforms with 
the decision of the American Federation 
of Labor. The Brotherhood has been bull- 
dozing the other unions for years and it is 
time that this bulldozing should stop.” 

It was decided that the Brotherhood had 
no standing in the Central Federated 
Union. 


BAD WEATHER IN SOUTH SEAS. 


The Parima Had Heavy Waves and a 
Hurricane to Face. 


While vessels are reporting the weather 
on the North Atlantic as extremely pleas- 
ant, a different story is told of the con- 
ditions in southern seas. The British 
steamship Parima, Capt. Care2ys, got in 
from Barbados, Martinique, yesterday, and 
according to the log of that craft the voy- 
age was indeed a rough one, 

The Parima reported that on July 22 
she ran into a gale from the southwest, ac- 
companied by terrific seas, that made life 
almost unbearable to the eighty cabin pas- 
sengers on board. Two days later she had 
the worst experience of all. She ran into 
a hurricane that lasted ten hours. The 
storm was from the southwest, and the 
seas that accompanied it wera described 
as of the mountainous variety. 

The Parima passed an Italian bark, sail- 


ing along under bare poles, with sails hang- 
ing in shreds. The bark refused the offer 
of assistance, her Captain saying that he 
would be able to adjust matters after the 
hurricane had passed, 


STUCK TO POST DESPITE HURT. 


Connolly, with Crushed Foot, 
Launch In from Seabright. 


Eugene Connolly of 309 West One Hun- 
dred and Sixty-fourth Street, who is part 
owner of a gasoline launch, took a party 
of twelve young people to Seabright, N. J., 
early yesterday morning. They were about 
ready to start for home when Connolly 
got his right foot caught in the fly wheel 
of the motor and it was badly crushed. 
His friends tried to get medical aid for 
him there, but were unable to do so, 

He was the only one in the boat who un- 
derstood the workings of the motor, and he 
elected to take the party back to New York, 
The journey was a long one for Connolly. 
Several times the pain was so great that he 
nearly fainted and had to stop the motor 
and let the boat drift. The young women 
in the party made bandages of their hand- 
kerchiefs and bound up the wounds to 
keep the air from striking them. 

When Manhattan was reached Connolly 
took the boat to the dock at the foot of 
West Fifty-ninth Street. From there he 
was taken to the Roosevelt Hospital, where 


his injuries were dressed by Dr. Meade. 
He was taken home by friends, 

Connolly said at the hospital that he 
nearly went crazy from the pain and worry. 
He felt several times that he was going to

MOTHER JONES SPEAKS 
10 CONEY ISLAND CROWD 


Delivers Address in a Menagerie 
and Lions Interrupt. 


Anti-Child Labor Crusader Rebukes 
Young Man in the Audience Who 
Smiled—On to Oyster Bay 
This Week. 


“Mother "’ Jones and her army were the 
central attraction yesterday afternoon at 
Bostock’s trained animal show at Coney 
Island. Mme. Morelli and her cage full of 
snapping, snarling leopards, reluctatnly 
obeying her at the persuasion of a horse 
whip skillfully wielded by scarred arms, 
did not excite half the interest there was 
in ‘Mother’ Jones and her army. Even 
the baby elephant that wanders about in 
the crowd at the entrance of the animal 
show excited little interest, to the intense 
mortification of the massive infant. The 
monkey tribe huddled dejectedly in the 
corners of their cagés, and the animals in 
dulged in long siestas with their backs 
turned to those who had come to admire 
them. They went through their perform- 
ances in the steel-barred stage sullenly, 
with occasional exhibitions of savagery, at 
the idea that they were eclipsed by ‘‘ Moth- 
er”’ Jones and her army. 

The “ barker’’ who raps a cane on his 
elevated desk to attract attention to the 
wenders of the show early in the afternoon 
grew hoarse in his announcements that 
‘Mother’ Jones would deliver an address 
at 4:30 o'clock. The building was well 
filled some time before the scheduled ad- 
dress of ‘* Mother ”’ Jones. 

At the conclusion of the performance of 
the animals the stage scenery was shifted 
sv that it was meant to represent the Col- 
osseum, the populace high above all danger 
ofthe animals, and an Emperor on either 
side, with forearms extended and thumbs 
pointing downward, the two .Emperors 
within easy striking distance of any beast, 
not suffering with rheumatism, which 
might prefer royal to other meat. 

**Mother”’ Jones offered no objection to 
the stage setting; on the contrary, she ex- 
pressed her approval. They were typical 
of aristocracy and her crusade is aimed 
against what she designates as “ the aris- 
tocracy of employers." 

The official announcer heralded the com- 
ing of ‘‘ Mother”’ Jones and her army, and 
they appeared in the Colosseum surrounded 
by bars. The idea of being caged was dis- 
agreeable to the speaker, and she positive- 
ly refused to talk from ‘“‘ behind the bars.” 
A platform was therefore arranged for her 
outside of the cage, she standing on a 
board resting on two chairs. She had 
scarcely begun to talk when the largest 
lion, known as “the King of the Beasts,” 
set up a horrible roar, the others joining in 
his protest against attacks on aristocracy, 
even if it was of the human kind. During 
her remarks ‘‘ Mother” Jones was con- 
Stantly interrupted by the discourteous 
beasts. In the course of her address she 
said, in part: 

“After a long and weary march, with 
more miles to travel, we are wn our way 
to see President Roosevelt at Oyster Bay. 
We will ask him to recommend the passage 
of a bill by Congress to protect chiidrén 
against the greed of the manufacturer. We 


want him to hear the wail of the children, 
who never have a chance to go to school, 
but work from ten to eleven hours a day 
in the textile mills of Philadelphia, weav- 
ing the carpets that he and you walk on, 
and the curtains and clothes of tne people. 

* Fifty years ago there was.a ory ugainst 
slavery, and the men of the North gave up 
their lives to stop the selling of black 
children on the block, To-day the white 
child is sold for $2 a week, and «ven by kis 
parents to the manufacturer®. 

“ Fifty years ago the black babies were 
sold C. O. D. To-day the white baby 
is sold to the manufacturer on the install- 
ment plan. He might die at his tasks and 
the manufacturer with the automobile and 
the yacht and the daughter who talks 
French to a poodle dog, as you can see any 
day at Twenty-third Street and Broad- 
way when they roll by, could not afford to 
pay $2 a week for the child that might 
die, except on the present installment plan. 
What the President can do is to recom- 
mend a measure and send a message to 
Congress which wilt break the chains of the 
white children slaves. 

**He indorsed a bill for the expenditure 
of $45,000 to fill the stomach cf a Prince 
who went galivanting about the country. 
We will ask in the name of the aching 
hearts of these little ones that they be 
emancipated. I will tell the President that 
I saw men in Madison Square last night 
sleeping on the benches, and that the coun- 
try can have no greatness while one un- 
fortunate lies out at night without a bed 
to seep on. I will tell him that the pros- 
perity he boasts of is the prosperity of the 
rich wrung from the poor.” 

At this point ‘“ Mother”’’ Jones broke 
away from her address to ask a stylishly 
dressed young man to stop his smiling and 
go home to beg the mother who had borne 
him to give him brains and a heart. She 
referred to the children again, and the 
young man grinned again, to receive 
further advice from the speaker. The army 
was in the cage, clinging to the bars be- 
hind “ Mother’’ Jones and peering out 
eagerly leoking for the offender. Con- 
tinuing, the speaker said: 

“The trouble is that the fellers in Wash- 
ington don't care. I saw them last Winter 
pass three railroad bills in one hour, but 
when labor cries for aid for the little ones 
they turn their backs and will not listen 
to her. I asked a m4n in prison once how 
he happened to get there. He had stolen 
a pair of shoes. I told him that if he had 
stolen a railroad he could be a United 
States Senator. One hour of justice is 
worth an age of praying. 

“You are told that every American-born 
male citizen has a chance of being Presi- 
dent. I tell you that the hungry man with- 
out a bed in the park would sell his chance 
for a good square meal, and these little 
toilers, deformed, dwarfed in body, soul, 
and morality, with nothing but toii before 
them and no chance for schooling, don’t 
even have the dream that they might some 
day have a chance at the Presidential 
chair. 

‘You see those monkeys in the cages, 
They are trying to teach them to talk, The 
monkeys are too wise, for they fear that 
then the manufacturers might buy them 
for slaves in their factories. In 1860 the 
workingmen had the advantage in the per- 
centage of the country’s wealth. To-day 
statistics at Washington show that with 
billions of wealth the wage earners’ share 
is but 19 per cent. We are going to tell the 
President of these things. To-morrow we 
meet in Madison Square and Thursday we 
start for Oyster Bay.” 

Mother Jones and her army will quarter 
in the loft of the Bostock Building to-night 
as they did last night. They will then go to 
New York. The small boys are delighted 
with their quarters. They said yesterday 
afternoon that they would be willing never 
to go back to the mills if they could only 
live with the show and see the sights of 
Coney Island.

TUNNEL PIPE GALLERIES 


Project Now Assured for the Lower 
Broadway Subway. 


Will Obviate the Necessity of Tearing 
Up Pavements—Aldermanic “ Hold- 
Up" Is No Longer Feared. 


Now that Alderman Timothy P. Sullivan, 
Tammany, and Alderman James MciInneas, 
Republican, both members of the Finance 
Committee, have announced their approval 
of the pipe gallery project in connection 
with the lower Broadway section of the 
Brooklyn tunnel, this plan is assured of 
success, 

In the case of the original subway, now 
almost completed, the pipe gallery scheme, 
involving the orderly arrangement of all 
underground conduits along the streets in 
chambers built over the tunnel, failed be- 
cause the expense was found to be so 
enormous that the city’s debt limit would 
not permit of it at that time. The success 
of the plan for lower Broadway, over 
which the rapid transit authorities and 
city engineers are congratulating them- 
selves, is regarded as the first step in a 
movement that ultimately will rid the city 
of the multifold inconveniences and dan- 
gers now suffered because of the entan- 
glement of pipes under pavements and 
sidewalks, 3 

“It's a fine idea,”’ said Alderman Sulli- 
van yesterday, ‘‘and the Board of Alder- 
men is going to approve of it without 
fail.”’ 

“The Finance Committee is to make a 
favorable report,’’ said Alderman MclIn- 
ness, ‘‘and there is no doubt that it will 
be accepted.” 

The multitude of pipes to be cared for in 
the concrete chambers, known as Zalleries, 
include gas arid water mains, lighting 
ducts, and a miscellaneous assortment of 
other conduits. The wholesale plan for all 
the Manhattan-Bronx subway having been 
unsuccessful, President Jacob A. Cantor of 
this borough set himself to work many 
months ago to bring about the accom- 
plishment of the scheme for the lower 
Broadway tunnel. The engineer he con- 
sulted was Dr. James C. Bayles, whose 
report has been approved by Chief Engi- 
neer William Barclay Parsons of the Rapid 
Transit Commission and by Mayer Low. 
The Mayor recently conveyed his senti- 
ments on the subject to the Aldermanic 
committee. 

After the city authorities had approved 
the plan President August Belmont of the 
Rapid Transit Construction Company 
agreed to it the other day, and now noth- 
ing remains but the consent of the Alder- 
men. The statements of Messrs. Mcinness 
and Sullivan make it certain there will be 
no “ hold-up.” 

The report of the Finance Committee is 
to be voted upon at next. Friday’s meeting, 
having been laid over because the board 
adjourned in honor of the Pope’s memory 
last week. 

The Broadway section 
tunnel extends from Ann Street down to 
the Battery. The advantage of the pipe 
galleries, according to Dr. Bayles and the 
other experts, is not confined to the facil- 
ity with which repairs may be made under 
the streets without disturbing the surfaces, 
but also includes a lessening of danger to 
the public through explosions of gas mains 
and bursting of water pipes. 

Dr. Buyles. began his work of planning 
the pipe galleries for Broadway, last De- 
cember. One of the ee difficulties 
in the way was found to be the problem 
of electrical conduit wires, and it became 
apparent that there must be separate cham- 
bers, without intercommunication, for high 
and low tension wires, The wires carrying 
power for lighting, it has been determined, 
are to be entirely separate from .those used 
for telephones and the like, and the ar- 
rangement is to be such that there can be 
no explosion of gas due to sparks from 
electric wires. 

The galleries are to extend from curb to 
curb, with the exception of the space em- 
braced by the surface trolley car tracks 
of the Metropolitan Street Railway Com- 
pany, and it is decided that the pavements, 
having been restored continuously over the 
completed. chambers, shall not be disfig- 
ured by manholes, all of which will be in 
the sidewalks. The assurance is that these 
continuous pavements, never requiring to 
be torn up because the pipes beneath them 
need repntstng, will remain just as they 
are until worn @ut. 
~ A drawing of a typical cross section of 
the galleries shows that on each side of 
the space occupied by surface car tracks 
there is a continuous chamber for gas and 
water mains and other conduits. Outside 
of these chambers, on both sides, are other 
chambers, arranged in tiers and separated

by horizontal partitions. One of these is to 
hold the ducts for signaling wires, another 
the wires for power and lighting. These 
wires are thus brought up to the curb, 
immediately adjacent to the buildings, and 
house connections may be made across 
vaults without disturbing the street sur- 
face. When transverse electrical connec- 
tions are required, they may b made 
through the ducts to be built into e roof 
of the subway, between the deck beams. 

The galleries will be of concrete through- 
out, except for the steel deck beams, two 
feet and three inches between centres, 
which support the roadway. The electric 
conductors will be carried in vitrified ducts 
built into the concrete. 


EAST ORANGE TROLLEY FIGHT. 


Cross-Town Company Wants to Get a 
Franchise on Clinton Street. 
Special to The New York Times. 


AST ORANGE, N. J., July 26.—The East 
Orange City Council is facing another big 
trolley fight. The Essex Cross-town Rail- 
way Company, which has had previous 
applications refused, ts again going to try 
next month for permisison to operate a 
sross-town trolley line through Clinton 
Street. The line will run from Bloomfield 
to Vaiisburg, and its utility is acknowl- 
edged, but there is lots of opposition. 

The Essex Cross-town Company already 
has franchises in Elizabeth, Irvington, and 
Tailsburg, and it is necessary that it should 
have the consent of East Orange, which 
is an intermediate point, before its big 
scheme of an interurban line can be car- 
ried into effect. The oposition comes from 
property owners in North Clinton Street, 
who say that the thoroughfare is too nar- 
row for a trolley line, which will pass 
two public schools. Modifications of the 
original route have been made, and it is 
thought enough consents will be secured. 

Another aeee point is the obstacle that 
seems to be in the way_of a transfer sys- 
tem betweeri the Essex Cross Road and the 
Public Service Corporation, and it is said 
no transfer deal can be made. The cross- 
town offers to sell forty tickets for $1, be- 
ing the equivalent of a two-and-a-half-cent 
fare, as a compromise, and the proposition 
is looked upon with favor. 


ESCAPED PRISONER CAUGHT. 
Abuse of Wife Leads to Apprehension 


of Matthew Callahan, Who Recent- 
ly Got Out of the Tombs. 


A woman, wildly excited, rushed into the 
West Sixty-tighth Street Police Station 
shortly after 2 o’clock yesterday morning 
and said that her husband had threatened 
to tip over the lamp and burn her and her 
three little children. She said that her 
name wag Kate Callahan of 203 West Sixty- 
third Street’ and that her husband was 
Matthew Callahan, who, with Edward 
Booth,escaped from the Tombs Prison a 
few weeks ago. 

Policeman Rehan was sent with the wo- 
man to the house. He called Policeman 
Bernis, on post, to assist him. When the 
policemen reached the house they found 
three little children in the hallway crying. 
They said that their father had whipped 
them and put them out. The policemen 
searched the rooms, but were unable to 
find any one. In looking under a bed Po- 
liceman Rehan saw what he thought to 
be a large bundle of clothes, and when he 
poked it with his club a cry came from 
the bundle, and when the bed was moved 
Callahan was found, covered up with all 
kinds of clothes. 

He tried to escape from the officers, and 
berore handcuffs could be placed on him 
he made a strong fight for liberty. 

When the prisoner was arraigned before 
Magistrate Pool, in the West Side Police 
Court yesterday morning, his wife ap- 
peared against him. The Magistrate dis- 
missed the complaint, but held him to 
await the arrival of a keeper from the 
Tombs Prisoneewhere he was later taken by 
Keeper Reidel. 

Callahan will first serve his original sen- 
tence in the prison, and then be arrested 
on the charge of escaping from prison. 
He, with Booth, dug their way from the 
prison. Booth was arrested on the Bowery 
a few days after his escape.
